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RUSSIA’S ONWARD MARCH 


WHE REPORT OF DEFEAT FOR HER 
FORCES REITERATED, 
THE OCCUPATION j|OF MARUCHAK NOT 
CONFIRMED — RUSSIAN JUSTIFICATION 
OF GEN. KOMAROFF’S ACTS. 

Brosseits, April 30.—The Indépendance 
Beige's St. Petersburg correspondent reiterates 
the statement that there has been a fresh en- 
gazement between the Afghans and Russians, 
and that the latter were repulsed. He asserts 
that the report has been officially confirmed. 

Lonpon, May 1.—The Standard says that 
England hes proposed to Russia to submit to 
any European sovereign for arbitration the 
simple question whether or not the agree- 
ment of the lith of March, that pend- 
ing negotiations, neither Afghans nor Russians 
should advance or attack, was broken py Gen. 
Komaroff’s attack upon the Afghans at Pul-i- 
Khisti. The Standard further states that the Czar 
has convoked a meeting of the Imperial Council 
at Gatschina to consider this proposition. The 
Standard vouches for the correctness of its in- 
formation on these points. 

Lonpon, April 30.—In the House of Lords 
this afternoon Lord Granville, Foreign Secre- 
tary, announted ‘that telegrams had been re- 
ceived from Sir Péter Lumsden which contra- 
dicted the reports of a Russian advance upon 
and occupation of Marukchak. Lord Edmund 
Fitzmaurice, Under Secretary for Foreign Af- 
fairs, stated in the House of Commons that the 
Government were as yet without information of 
aAsecond engagement between the Afghan and 
Russian troops, and believe that the Afghans 
still hold Bala-Murghab. 

It is known that Earl Granville’s note, besides 
asking for an arbitration inquiry into the Ko- 
maroff incident, offered to end the dispute by 
conceding to Russia the Lessar line under a dis- 
tinct pledge that it shall be the abiding limit of 
the Kux<sian frontier. The response of M. de 
Gtiers will reach here on Monday. It will an- 
mounce the acceptance of the Lessar line, but a 
refusal to hold an inquiry into the incident. 

A diplomat well informed as to recent nego- 
tiations is authority for the statement that a 
complete understanding has been established 
between the Governments of Great Britain and 
Italy, amounting to an alliance offensive 
and defensive. The agreement, it is said, 
takes the form of an unofficial memorandum, 
the contents being known only to the Ministers 
for Foreign Affairs of the two countries and 
their chief assistants in the Foreign Offices. These 
precautions are taken to avoid the possibility of 
&@ recurrence of the unpleasant exposé made by a 
clerk of the British Foreign Office through the 
unauthorized publication of the secret conven- 
tion which marked the close of the Russo-Turk- 
dsh war. 

It is current gossip at the various embassies 
that the negotiations between England and the 
\Porte are hanging fire, owing to the disinclina- 
tion of the Foreign Office to yieid to Turkey’s 


Yepresentations respecting a new Turkish loan, 
jmore direct authority of Turkey over Egypt, 
‘and an indefinite postponement of the reform 
Giauses of the treaty of Berlin. 

; The uavai preparations are making great prog- 
ress. The iron armor-plated turret ships Rupert 
and Devastation have been put in commission 
for active service. 

The Daily News learns that England has not 
taken possession of Port Hamilton. The pres- 
ence of a fast British cruiser in the vicinity of 
that isiand, the News thinks, was probably the 
origin of the report. 

Ship owners are urging upon the Government 

the necessity for the erection of defenses upon 
the River Clyde. They declare that as the Clyde 
is at present foreign cruisers could quickly de- 
@troy its shipping. 
, The Government has charteredtwo steamships 
‘now building at Glasgow for the Peninsular and 
Oriental Line. They will be fitted up as cruis- 
ers. The Admiralty has sent orders to the 
naval yards to prepare for the transportation 
of several thousand troops,and has chartercd 
the steamers Vancouver, Oregon, Dacca, City of 
Oxford, Devonia. Bolivia, Egypt, Erin, and 
Egyptian Monarch, each of which is capable of 
carrying 1,000 troops. The Government will also 
charter other steamers. 


Sruza, April 30.—In official circles here 
the occupation of Maruchak by the Russian ad- 
vance is regarded as doubtful. It is expected 
that a British military commission will be sent 
to Teheran. The Duke and Duchess of Con- 
naught will remain at Meerut. 


Sr. PETERSBURG, April 30.—The Official 
Messenger publishes the following telegram 
from Gen. Komaroff, dispatched from Askabad 
on Friday last: “A telegram forbidding the oo- 
cupation of Penjdeh reached me on March 23, 
I only communicated it to the commanders of 
outposts and did not make it generally known. 
Col. Zacrzevski, with my permission, interviewed 
by correspondence some HBritish officers in a 
private capacity. I did not admit their right 
to treat officially. I addressed my demands 
direct to the commander of the Afghan 
forces. Col. Alikbaroff. with a sotnia of Turco- 
mans, rode in the direction of Morkals, along the 
river bank, on the Russian side. It was by no 
means my intention to advance on Penjdeh. To 
March the sotnia in the rear of 4,000 Afghans 
Was inconceivable. One company of Russians 
marched on the heights on the right bank of the 
Murghab River, but did not reach our vedettes 
on the left bank of the same river. When the 
Afghans approached, however, this one com- 

any, by my order, returned to camp. * * * 

n view of constant movements over hundreds 
of versts of territory, and owing also to heavy 
floods, it is impossible to furnish regular re- 
ports.” 

The Official Messenger, in an cditorial on the 
report of Sir Peter Lumsden of the capture and 
pecupation or Penjdeh by the Russians, says: 
* Bad weather has delayed the arrival of the 
officer whom Gen. Komaroff dispatched with a 
detailed account of the battle of the 80th ult. 
Suflicient data, however, has been received to 

rrive at a correct conclusion of how far Gen. 

msden was warranted in impugning Gen. 
Komaroff’s report. Russia is desirous of a 
friendly settlement with England and intrusted 
the delimitation of the frontier to a joint British 
and Russian commission. But the unex- 
cted entry of the Afghans into Penj- 
eh and the Afghan advance down the 
Murghab and Heri-Rud Rivers com- 
pelled Russia to protect her rights in 
a practical manner against this arbitrary seizure 
of her territory. In this view Gen. Komaroff 
was ordered in January Jast to occupy with his 
vedottes the line extending from Zulticar aiong 
the Heri-Rud Hiver, via Kechb-Risilias, Kech- 
Rissume, Chemenibsid and Cbhouzikhan, as far 
as Pul-i-Khisti, where the ancient bridge crosses 
the Kushk. River, thus forming the western 
boundary of the Penjdeh oasis; The Russian 
commanders were enjoined to abstain from 
armed collision with the Afghans unless the lat- 
ter provoked an encounter. The Russians, as 
directed, occupied the above described position 
on Feb. 20. On the 4th of March, Sir Edward 
Thornton, the British Minister, informed M. de 
Giers, the Russian Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
thatthe Afghans had been requested not to 
attack the Kussians with the object to 
drive them from their positions, but solely to re- 
gist a further Russian advance. England, at the 
same time, expressed a wish that, pending a set- 
tlement of the boundary dispute, the command- 
ers of the Russian outposts be ordered to refrain 
from making any further advance. - Hussia 
figreed to this, with certain restrictions. And 
ing informed also that a Russian outpost was 
already stationed at Pul-i-Khisti and an Afghan 
outpost at Ak-Tepé, Gen. Komaroff was re- 
quested not to occupy Penjdeh.. The informa- 
tion furnished Russia corresponded with what 
Gen. Lumsden had said—that the Russians had 
occupied Pul-i-Kbistiand that an Afghan out- 
ad Was stationed on the right bank of the 
ushk River. 

“Engijand’s explanation,” continues the offi- 
pial messenger, “that the Afghan troops had 
been requested to stop their advance ~ntirely 
excluded the possibility of assuming that the 
fort bans might advance their outposts to the 
e 











ft bank of the Kushk River. But when Gen. 

omaroff approached Pul-i-Khisti he ‘ound on 
the left bank of the Kushk River, outside of the 
Penjdeh district, a fortitied Afghan post. This 
being in contradiction with his information, he 
was bound, forthe protection of his small de- 
tachment, to request the Afghan command- 
er to withdraw his troops from the eft 
bank of the river. The Afghan refusal 
to do this was the direct cause of the 
battle of the 30th. Hence, it is evident that the 
intention attributed to Gen. Komaroff of bring- 
ing on the collision is in contradiction of the 
tacts. Gen. Komaroff did not overstep his orders 
when he insisted on the evacuation of the left 
bank of the Kiver Kushk. Russia is unable at 
present to say why the orders mentioned above, 
and which agreed with the information re- 
ceived by England, should bave been interpreted 
in a different manner by the British officers 
attached to the Afghan detachment which oc- 
cupied Penjdeh. Gen. Komaroff’s dispatch of 
April 18 contains explanations regarding several 
points in Gen. Lumsden‘s telegram of April 17, 
concerning which Gen, Komarof#’s fizal opinion 
has not yet been received.” 

The Journal de St. Petersbourg says: _** Mr.

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THE ENGLISH BUDGET. 

THE LARGEST DEFICIT OCCURRING - SINCE 
THE WAR IN THE CRIMEA, 

Lonpon, April 30.—The budget for 1885 
was submitted to the House of Commons to- 
day. It shows a deficit of £1,049,000, Mr. Chil- 
ders, Chancellor of the Exchequer, said that the 
Government did not propose to cover the whole 
of the delicit this year, nor to let the whole charge 
fall upon property. It is proposed, he said, to 
raise the income tax to 8d.in the pound. Mr. 
Childers said that the expenditure the past year 
was £3,800,000 over the estimate. The revenues 
from thecustoms and the excise showed a con- 
tinual falling off on spirits,a slicht falling off in 
the receipts from the duty on wine, and a contin- 
ual but slow rise in the other chief duties, The 
revenues from the tea and tobacco duties showed 
a steady progress, indicating a satisfactory prog- 
ress of the people. The opposition bench re- 
ceived this statement with much laughter. The 
income tax, Mr. Childers continued. produced 
£12,000,000, exceeding the estimate by £750.000. 
The total receipts from taxation were £14,247.- 
000, and the total revenue £88,043,000, and the 
total expenditures were £89,092,000. The present 
Government had paid all war charges be- 
Sorees it by the late Government, including 

‘5,000,000 given to the Indian Government. Mr. 
Childers estimated that the outlay for I885-6, 
not including the vote of credit, would be 
£88,872,000. With the income tax at 4d. in the 
pound sterling the total revenue would be 
£85,180,00.. There would bea reduction of the 
revenue of £40,000 on sixpenny telegrams. The 
deficit Mr. Childers estimated at £3,732,000, and, 
adding the vote of credit, together with reason- 
able allowances for supplementary estimates, 
the total deficit was estimated at £14,922,000. 

Mr. Childers proposed various modifications 
of the legacy and succession and prebate duties. 
He also proposed the imposing of new taxes 
upon property hitherto exempt, and that the 
duty on foreign stocks made payable to bearer 
be raised to 10s. per cent.; that the duty on 
home-made and foreign-manufactured spirits be 
raised by 2s. a gallon,and the duty on beer a 
shilling a barrel. The foregoing additional tax- 
ation will produce £7,500,000, leaving a deficit of 
£7,432,000, which it is proposed to meet by tak- 
ing £4,600,000 of the sum annually devoted to the 
reduction of the national debt, leaving the bal- 
ance to be met by the operation of the sinking 
fund. Mr. Childers conciuded his exposition of 
the budget by asking that the second reading ‘ 
be fixea for May 14,s0 as to enable the House 
meantime to fully study the proposals of the 
Government. 

The forecast of Mr. Childers of the deficit has 
created a sensation. It isthe largest deficit since 
the Crimean war. Mr. Childers said it would re- 
quire a great demand upon the patriotism of the 
people. Foreign patent medicines will be 
charged the same duty as those manufactured in 
England, but the stamps for foreign medicines 
will be so cltered as to avoid any appearance ot 
the medicines being English. The Government 
will guarantee the synopsis of the 
budget. The increase of the income 
tax to 8d. will, it is estimated, yield 
£5,400,000: the modifications of the probate and 
legacy duties and other property taxes, £150.000; 
the duties on spirits, £900,000, and the duty on 
beer, £750. he remainder of the deficit will 
be met by suspending payments toward the re- 
duction of the national debt, and the stopping of 
the sinking fund and terminable annuities. The 
balance of the deficit, amounting to £2,812,000, 
will be dealt with next year. 
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A STEAMER PROBABLY LOST. 

Lonpon, April 30.—The steamship Hum- 
ber, which left New-York Feb. 15 with British 
mails, has not been heard from and is probably 
lost.

TOPICS OF INTEREST ABROAD. 

Lonpon, April 30.—The Guion Line 
steamer Abyssinia, Capt. Worrall, which left 
Queenstown April 27 for New-York, has passed 
South Kinsale, going toward Liverpool. Her 
main shaft is broken. 

In the House of Commons this afternoon, 
Lord Hartington, the Secretary for War, stated 
that since the Government had decided to revise 
the policy to be pursued in the Soudan it had 
been in correspondence with Sir Evelyn Baring, 
the British Diplomatic Representative at Cairo, 
and Lord Wolseley, the commander of the forces 
in the Soudan. The latter, said Lord Harting- 
ton, had gone to Suakin to report upon the 
military situation. 

Dewhirst & Co., worsted spinners at Bradfora, 
have failed. Their liabilities aggregate $400,000. 

Rowell, with ascore of 295 miles, was still in 
the lead atthe end of the fourth day of the 
match. Cartwright had made 278 miles and 
Mason 256. Littlewood has retired. 


Paris, April 30.—The Figaro says the 
Government has decided upon a measure tor the 
expulsion of the Orleans and Bonapartist Princes.

LivERpPooL, April 30.—The steamer Brit- 
ish King, Capt. Kelley, has been chartered by 
the Guion Line and will leave Liverpool May 9, 
in place of the steamer Alaska, which has been 
chartered by the British Government.

ViENNA, April 30.—The Politische Corre- 
spondenz says the report of a proposed meeting 
ot the three Emperors on Aug. 9 is without 
trustworthy foundation. 


RomE, April 30.—The Irish Bishops as- 
sem bled to-day in the Collece of the Propaganda. 
Cardinal Simeoni addressed the Bishops. They 
expressed their determination to treat all ques- 
tions submitted to them uninfiuenced in any 
way by political bias or feeling.

BONDS AT A PREMIUM.

THE STRELOK IN OUR PORT 


CAPT. SKRYDLOFF ANCHORS . IN 
THE NORTH RIVER. 

THE RUSSIAN COMES HERE ON ORDERS 
FROM ST. PETERSBURG-— HOW SHE 
LOOKS AND WHAT HER OFFICERS SAY. 

A rakish-looking vessel flying the Rus- 
sian flag steamed through the Narrows yester- 
day morning, and when she arrived off Quaran- 
tine she was boarded by the Ruesian Consul- 

General. A number of able-bodied Russian tars 

climbed up into the rigging and apparently took 

in the surrounding scenery with great, pleasure. 

The vessel had narrow bows, and several for- 

midable-looking guns on her deck indicated that 

she would be able to perform the duties for which 


..she had been built promptly and effectively. The 


hull was black and the smokestack yellow. She 
cvt the water like a swan, and altogether she 
looked as pretty a yacht as one would desire to 
see. This vessel was the Russian corvette 
Strelok, which had suddenly left Norfolk, Va., 
at midnight on Tuesday with her lights out. She 
had been followed to Norfolk from Havana by 
the British corvette Garnet, whose commander 
had been keeping an eye on the Russian with the 
intention, it was said, of pouncing upon her 
as soon as both got into neutral waters after the 
declaration of war between Russia and England. 
Asthe Strelok sailed up the North River the 
sailors and officers of the numerous English ves- 
sels that are anchored in the stream or in the 
slips watched her with admiration, not unmixed 
with alarm, as they calculated what chances of 
escade they would have if chased by sucha 
cruiser upon the high seas. 

When the news first arrived that the Strelok 
had left Norfolk without even showing her 
lights to the Englishman it was rumored that 
the Russian had become alarmed lest she should 
fall an easy prey to the Garnet, which is of larger 
size and has more men and heavier guns. When 
the vessel appeared in this port that report gave 
way to another to the effect that the commander 
of the Strelok had received information from 
St. Petersburg that war was to be immediately 
declared, and that he had been ordered to hasten 
to New-York, and immediately after the declara- 
tion of war to go outand to attack any English 
vessel or vessels that he might encounter beyond 
the jurisdiction of the United States. The ex- 
pression of the English seamen as they gazed 
upon the swift vessel gave evidence that they 
readily believed the second report. 

The Strelok was built at St. Petersburg in 
1879. She is of iron sheathed with wood, and is 
226 feet in length, 42 feet width of beam, and 1444 
feet depth of hold, and is of 1,350 tons displace- 
ment. She has double compound engines of 
250 horse-power, and can make 14 knots an hour 
in smooth water, The Strelok has three 6-inoh 
pivot breechloading rifles, rigged into mov- 
able platforms of the Krupp pattern, and which 
can be fired from cither side of the ship. In this 
she has some advantage over the Garnet, whose 
guns are of 5-inch calibre, and conseguently of 
shorter range. The other four heavy guns 
of the Strelok are 4inch rifled guns, and 
the vessel has also four Hotchkiss guns 
for the rigging, and one Engstrom gun. Her 
crew consists of 170 men, all Russians and trained 
naval seamen. The vessel was put in commission 
tor three years in the Pacific and then for two 
years in the Mediterranean and the Red Sea, 
after which she was ordered to the North At- 
lantic. Her officers are Capt. Skrydloff, com- 
mander; Capt. Krieger, second commander: 
Lieuts. Arzleonoff, Yung, Giers, Hiriakoff, and 
Sub-Lieuts. Togleff, Woevoloffsky, Defabre, and 
Count Heiden. 

Capt. Skrydloff isa man of well-known brav- 
ery and daring. It was during the Russo-Turkish 
war that be first attracted public attention. He 
was then a young Lieutenant in the Russian 
Navy, jand just before the Russian army had 
crossed the Danube several naval officers were 
sent to place torpedoes to prevent the Turkish 
men-of-war from approaching the spot where 
Gen. Drogonieroff was with the bulk of the 
army. Lieut. Skrydloff was one of these officers. 
He was placed in charge of atorpedo boat and. 
ordered to attack one of the Turkish men-of- 
war as soon as it should open fire upon 
the Russian troops. The Russian painter, Veres- 
tchazin, who wanted to be an eye-witness ot a 
real naval fight, accompanied him. As the tor- 
pedo boat approached the ‘lurkish vessel it was 
received with a storm of sheil and. bullets, 
Lieut. Skrydloff kept right on, and it was not 
until be was within a few yards of the vessel, 
and discovered that both electrical conductors 
had been cut by bullets, which rendered .it im- 
possible to exviode the bomb, that he gave the 
order to go back. Every manin the boat was 
wounded. Verestchagin got a bullet in his 
thigh, and Skrydloff was wounded in both legs. 
He managed, however, to bring back his boat in 
safety, although it had been pierced by many 
balls and was leaking badly. He was at once 
promoted. 

The Strelok continued on her course up the 
North River until she arrived off Twenty-ninth- 
street, when she dropped anchor nearly in mid- 
stream, at some distance from the United States 
training ship Minnesota. Lieut. Hotchkin, of 
the Minnesota, soon afterward paid Capt. Skryd- 
loff a complimentary visit and tendered him the 
courtesies of the American ship. A few minutes 
were spent in conversation and then the Lieuten- 
ant took his departure. Capt. Skrydloff witl 
soon return the courtesy and make a formal 
call upon the Captain and officers of the Min- 
nesota. Later on the Captain accompanied 
the Russian Consul-General ashore and went to 
the latter’s residence. After partaking of ree 
freshments the two gentlemen went out to see 
the sights. Atterward an officer from Gen. Han- 
cock’s staff called and tendered the compliments 
of Gen. Hancock and the army officers. Capt. 
Skrydloff, it was said, would embrace the first 
appottanny of paying his respects to Gen. Han- 
cock. 

When a TrmxEs reporter climbed up the 
Strelok’s side he was very courteously received 
by her officers assoon ashe had explained his 
mission. The deck was perfectly clean, the 
guards were on duty, and seamen and marines 
were walking briskly to and fro carrying out 
their orders. Several young officers and cadets 
were on deck looking over the afternoon papers, 
and asked the reporter to explain the meanin 
of some words of Indian origin that poanlel 
them. They were all greatly pleased with their 
treatment at Norfolk. ‘*The Americans down 
thefe,” they said, “*received us very nicely and 
evinced a good deal of sympathy with Russia, 
and we deeply appreciate their kindness.” 
They had got along very well with the Engqlish- 
men at Norfolk, they observed, and they did not 
see anything about them frightful enough to 
cause them to run away. They were themselves, 
however, serving on board a man-of-war, and 
when they recelyed orders to go from one port 
to anotber they did not see the necessity of pro- 
claiming the facts to everybody. They had been 
ordered to come on to New-York, and they came 
at once, and if their English friends felt sorry at 
their departure the Russian officers also regret- 
ted that their duties did not give them time to 
pay their English friends a farewell visit. 

When asked what they thought of the pros- 
pects of war between Russia and England the 
officers said they had very little communication 
with Russia, and looked to the American news- 
papers to learn the news every day. It was 
ciear to them that Russia wanted to settle all 
difficulties peacefully, and if war was forced 
a her it would be England's fault and not 

ers. 

‘* How do the Russian sailors regard the pros- 
pects of a war with England? Are they eager 
tor a fight?” was asked. 

“They have no particular desire to fight 
against England,” replied the officers, *“‘but if 
war is forced upon them they know how to do 
their duty, and they will do it, you can depend 
upon that.” 

“Are you going to capture British merchant 
vessels as soon as war is declared?’ 

The officers replied that they had no orders 
whateverto do anything of the kind, and they 
felt contident that the present difficulties between 
the two countries would be settled peacefully. 
The reporter asked whether they thought that a 
British fleet could do much damage in the Black 
Sea in case of war. 

“The English men-of-war will not be allowed 
to pass the Dardanelles,” remarked one of the 
officers. 

** But suppose they do get through by persua- 
sion or by torce—what then ?” 

“Why, in that case they will encounter a 
Russian fleet and plenty of torpedoes, and If they 
can get the best of them, then they will find 
forts and more torpedoes,” replied the officer. 

**They will meet with a warm reception,” re- 
marked another. 

And they will be invited to all the balls, ob- 
served a third. 

**Cannon balls, all they wdnt,” said a fourth, 

The second commander of the corvette said 
the story that the Strelok had evaded the British 
ship was all nonsense. The commander had 
received orders from St. Petersburg to come to 
New-York, and he started at once. He did not 
see anything remarkable in that. Such oraers 
were often received by Russian men-ot-war, and 
were obeyed instantly. 

** Do you intend to stay here long?” asked the 
reporter. 

* TI cannot tell. We were not told how long we 
were to stay aud shall remain here until ordered 
to leave. Neither do we know which is our next 
place of destination.” 

When asked whether the report was true that 
the Strelok would attack Lritish merchant ves- 
sels as soon as War was declared Capt. Krieger 
said that nothing in their orders contained any 
allusion to interfering with British merchant- 
men. It was their duty in case of war to pro- 
tect and look after the vessels of their own 
coubtry as far asin their power. They did not 
troubie their minds about British vessels. Should

But up 
to the present they had received no orders nor 
even any intimation to interfere with British 
vessels, :

Representatives of the English steamship lines 
when talked with yesterday did not appear to 
be at all alarmed by the presence of the Russian 
corvette in the harbor. There was a rumor 
that a conference of agents of the l‘nes had been 
held with a view to taking steps to protect ves- 
sels flying the English fiag from attacks by the 
corvette. ‘*Nosuch conference has been held,” 
said Mr. Vernon H. Brown, of Vernon H. Brown 
& Co., agents for the Cunard Line. “There 
has been no occasion for it. As far as 
making any preparations to protect our vessels 
from the corvette is concerned I haven't given 
the matter a moment’s thought. Any one of 
our boats could outsail the Russian boat. As 
for the latter she would have all she could do 
to take care of herself. The boat she left be- 
hind at Norfolk would keep an eye on her; 
there are two more English boats on the way 
here from Havana, and there are always Eng- 
lish gunboats up at Halifax. Oh, no, we are not 
at all ——— simply because we have no 
reason to be.” 

The representative of another English line 
said thatas faras he knew, and he thought he 
would be likely to know if anything of the sort 
were going on,no conference had been held. 
**T knew,” he said, “at 5 o’clock Wednesday aft- 
ernoon thatthe corvette was off Sandy Hook. 
Ikavetakon no steps to-day to protect my 
boats. Thereisno alarm felt among shippers, 
some of the heaviest of whom I have talked with 
pth I wasinthe Exchange this afternoon, 
and the talk there was peace. Freights are off, 
and the market is steady and quiet. I don’t be- 
lieve there is going to be any war.” 


Norrouk, Va., April 30.—The pilot who 
took the Russian ship Strelok from this port to 
deep water returned to-day. He was called on 
at night by one of the Russian officers and told 
his services would be wanted the noxt morning, 
but was induced to go on board and spend the 
night for fear he might sleep too late. He had 
been on board only a short time when he found 
the ship was under way. He wenton deck and 
found no lights out. He demurred, but the 
Russian commander shrugged his shoul- 
ders and said: “All right, pilot; it is so 
funny,” and laughed until hia _ sides 
shook. As the vessel neared Old Point, 
where the Garnet was anchored, much anxiety 
was manifested among the officers lest the Gar- 
net should be ready to follow, but no smoke 
was seen coming from the Garnet’s smoke stack, 
and the Strelock passed by without even being 
seen by the crew of the Garnet.

BOLD TRAIN ROBBERY. 


A THIEF ROBS A SAFE, KILLS ONE MAN,. AND 


FATALLY WOUNDS ANOTHER. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 30.—The Louis- 
ville express train, on the Louisville, New-Al- 
bany and Chicago Railroad, due at Chicago at 8 
o’olock this morning, stopped for water at Har- 
rodsburg, Ind., at 11:16 o’clock last night. While 
there a tramp must have entered the train, as it 
had scarcely got in moticn when the baggage 
man, Peter Webber, and the express messenger, 
George K. Davis, were attacked by the tramp, 
who compelled Webber to open the safe, when 


the robber rifled it of its contents. The story is 
best told by Webber, who gives the following 
account of the robbery: 

When the train stopped at Harrodsburg he 
and Davis were asleep upon their train chests. 
Both doors of the car were open, and they had 
no suspicion of anything wrong. Just after the 
train got into motion Webber was awakened b 
a violent blow on the head. The force wassuc 
as to nearly stun him, but staggering to his fect 
he saw a tall, muscular man struggling with 
Davis. The messenger was bespattered with 
blood, which was gushing from a wound in his 
head, and he also had evidently been struck with 
a club while he was asleep. Vhe bludgeon with 
which this had been done, a large hickory stick, 
lay on the floor covered with blood and hair. 
Webber was tombadiy hurt to take a part in the 
fray, and felltothe floor. The robber was a 
large man. badly dressed, and had a bristling, 
light mustache. He seemed to be about 35 years 
of age. This much Webber noticed as the two 
men struggled in each other’s embrace. It was but 
foran instant. Davis managing to loosen his right 
arm drew his revolver, but before he could fire 
the man wrenched the weapon from his grasp, 
and leveling it like lightning pulled the trigger. 
The ball struck the messenger in the head and 
he fell dying to the floor. With the weapon in 
his hand the murderer ordered Webber to get 
up and open the safe. The baggage master en- 
deavored to obey, but could not unfasten the 
locks. As he worked with them he felt the muz- 
zie of the pisto! pressed against his head, and the 
robber coolly tola him he wouid fire if he failed. 
In desperation Webber stepped over the body of 
Davis and took his bunch of keys from his 
pocket. With some difficulty be found the ones 
that fitted the locks, and in an instant the safe 
was open. neeeene Webber constantly covered 
with the revolver the robber deliberately went 
through the sate, taking out the money pack- 
ages and putting themin his pocket. He seemed 
to know exactly where they were and made no 
mistakes. The papersof no value he threw away 
at once, 

The rifling of the safe occupied but a moment 
or two, and this done, he turned to Webber and 
leveled the weapon at his head. “Are you going 
to kill me?’ the victim gasped, ** Yes, by —., 
Tam,” replied the robber, firing almost as he 
spoke. The ball went crashing into Webber's 
head, and he fell to the fioor. He was no 
however, at once deprived of consciousness, an 
managed to rise to his knees. A second after he 
fell and snatched the bell rope. This effort ex- 
hausted him, and he dropped to the floor again. 
The robber calmly picked up his club and, 
while the train was slowing and just before it 
stopped, got off. This was, in substance, Web- 
ber’s story, told with the greatest difficulty. He 
suid that he would be able to recognize the 
robber anywhere. The amount stolen is not 
known. 

Davis lived at Louisville, was 22 years old, and 
unmarried. Webber lives at New-Albany, is 28 
years old, married, and has several children, 


BLOOMINGTON, Ill, April 30.—The coun- 
try is being scoured by farmers and others for 
the man who robbed the train. He was tracked 
one mile west, and the general impression is that 
he has not gone very far. Horsemen have been 
sent out in every direction, the small towns have 
been notified, and also the stations on the line 
of the Narrow Gauge and Indianapolis and Vin- 
cennes Ratiroads. At2o’clock a large number 
of citizens went down on aspecial train to the 
point where the robbery occurred. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 30.—The Ameri- 
can Express officials are unable to say how much 
money was in the sate robbed last night, but 
think there is not much lost. As near as can be 
arrived at, Davis had only about $400 in his care 
when he left this city last night. Theagent at 
New-Albany says he sent out $1,300 by Davis 
from that place. How much was picked up by 
him at way stations cannot be said, but it is not 
probable that the amount will exceed $100,

SLOSSON THE CHAMPION 


SCHAEFER GOES TO PIECES IN THE 
DECIDING CONTEST, 
A* WONDERFUL EXHIBITION OF BILLIARD 
PLAYING —SLOSSON SHOWS HOW TO 
PLAY AN UP-HILL GAME, 


George Franklin Slosson walked out of 
Irving Hall last night champion of the world at 
the 14-inch balk-line game of billiards. He was a 
happy man, but no happier than the hosts of 
friends he has won by his gentlemanly conduct 
and his brilliant billiard playing. It was a great 
victory; greater, perhaps, because Slosson had 
wonitin spite of the most determined opposi- 
tion, and in the face of a combination of nearly 
all professional players. 

That Slosson and Schaefer would meet last 
night to decide which should win the champion- 
ship and the first prize in the tournament of 
billiard champions was the chief topic of con- 
versation in club and sporting circles yesterday. 
When the doors of Irving Hall were opened last 
evening there was a large crowd on the steps 
and in the street in front of the building, and 
this crowd surged into the building and swept 
aside the two helpless policemen at the door as a 
breaker tosses driftwood. Long before the 
time set for the opening of the game it was 
well-nigh impossible to get into the vestibule of 
the building, and hundreds of persons had to go 
away disappointed. The hall itself was packed. 
Every seat was filled and every available foot of 
standing room occupied. Even the balconies 
were crowded, the greater part of their 
occupants being ladies. Fully 1,700 per- 
sons, possibly 2,000. were in the build- 
ing. Among the prominent persons 
present were Stephen A. Walker, President of 
the Board of Education; County Clerk Keenan, 
Sheriff Davidson, Excise Commissioners 
Haughton and Mitchell, Assistant District At- 
torney Fellows, Joseph W. Harper, Carroll Liv- 
ingston, E. Berry Wall, Howell Osborn, Jacob 
Ruppert, A. Wright Sanford, Gen. Daniel Sickles, 
Roswell P. Flower, and Charles A. Dana. Among 
the billiard experts were William Sexton, Mau- 
rice Daly, Joseph Dion, Randolph Heiser, H. W. 
Collender, John and Joseph Gleason, Tim Fiynn, 
A. F. Troescher, and many of the lesser lights. 

The game to be played was the tenth and last 
of the tournament. Slosson and Schaefer had 
each won three games and lost none. Slosson 
had made the highest runs and the best 
averages, but Schuefer’s well-known coolness 
and steadiness, particularly in playing an up- 
hill game, made him slightly the favorite. Still 
the betting was generally even and the giving of 
odds, if there was any, was confin to the 
more enthusiastic friends of either play- 
er. Large sums had en wagered be- 
fore the audience assembled, but bets were 
freely offered and taken in the hall, and in some 
cases for as high as $1,000 a side. it would cer- 
tainly be within the figures to say that $20,000 
changed handson the result. 

Owing tothe overcrowding of the hall there 
was some delay in ‘the appearance of the 
players, and there was much impatience in con- 
sequence, pacer in the customary forms. At 
precisely 8:10 o’clock both Slosson and Schaefer 
elbowed their way into the arena from the south- 
west angle of the hall. their appearance be- 
ing greeted with prolonwed applause. Schaefer, 
as he has generally done in this tournament, but 
contrary to his habit in others, wore a dress suit 
and a white satin necktie. Before the game 
began. however, he exchanged this dress 
for the familiar cardigan jacket, and 
subsequently, when the game became warm he 
dispensed with this. Slosson wore a black single- 
button cutaway coat, and his shirt front was 
hidden from view by a neat Spring necktie. 
After a brief consultation the men aslected 
Matthew Hewins, of Hartford, for referee. 
Budd Scofield, as usual, was scorer. 

It was 8:18 when the two men banked for the 
lead, Schaefer using the “black” ball. He 
at, a it back into the corner, where it lay as 
closely as if it had grown there, while Slosson’s 
ball mepeee about an inch and a half 
away. chaefer made the opening§ shot 
in the conventional form, with two cush- 
ions. He followed with a simple carrom, 
and then missed an easy one. Slosson 
waiked up and placed 2 carroms to his account, 
and was then kissed off on a short single cushion 
shot. Slosson nursed them for 4, and then sent 
the white object ball clear around the table and 
back to where he coaxed out a string of 22 pretty 
ones by nursing them _in and out of the 
lines in the corner. Then he sent the red 
ball giiding all the way around the table 
and back to within an_inch of his opponent's 
ball. Then he fondled them until he scored 35, 
when he missed a bothersome cushion shot at 
the side of the table. S&chaefer missed‘a four- 
cushion shot in his inning. Slosson then did 
s0Mme more nursing, occasionally sending the 
object ball aown to the other end of 
the table ane back in a series of clever gather- 
ing shots. He ran 23, making one beautiful 
cushion shot withthe “reverse English.” He 
missed an easy two-cushion corner shot. 
Schaefer made 12 pretty ones and Slosson made 
5, stopping on an easy carrom. Schaefer's fourth 
shot in the next inning was a clever spread, 
bringing his own ball and the object ball out 
from a side cushion into a corner. On 
his fourtesnth shot he made a_ beauti- 
ful gather by sending the object ball 
down the table and back. He nursed them 
tenderly up to 23, and then made a beauty, 
going around behind the object: ball, taking a 
cushion and counting. His twenty-sixth shot 

ut the three balla ina line. He made a drive, 

ook the cushion, counted, and brought them 
up in a heap near a corner. Then he nursed 
them eaplendidly along the line, making firat a 
piain carrom and then driving the object ball 
uietiy to the cushion and back. He worked 
them down to the other end, where he got them 
ina line and missed a massé after piling up 63. 
This was the most delicate work of the evening, 
and the run called forth hearty applause. 

Slosson looked a trifle anxious as he stepped 
upand made 3, but retired after missing an 
easy carom. Schaefer played carefully rorj!7, and 
then got the balls into an‘ Irishman’s circle.” 
He essayed a kiss shot, which would have 
been pretty if it had counted, but it did 
not. Slosson then made 2 and Schaefer made 
the same, and Slosson followed with 1, leaving 
them nicely placed for Shaeffer. The champion 
rolled up 15 from this leave without much 
effort, winding up with a good draw across 
the table. Then Slosson began his trick of 
sending the object ball up and down the tab) 
in a series of clever gathers. When he ha 
made 9 of them, Schaefer pulled off his cardigan 

acket and wiped the perspiration from his brow. 

Slosson went on quietly until he ran the balls in- 
to an awkward place. He climbed all over the 
table in his attempts to get at them, and the 
spectators laughed. When Slosson counted with 
a straight draw back they applauded. He played 
the balls across the table and back for 20 points, 
without being able to start a nursery, and then 
retired. Schaefer went up and scored 1, leav- 
ing the balls in an enticing position. Slosson 
followed with 7 easy shots, and missed 
a simple cushion shot in an endeavor to 
gather them nicely. Again Schaefer made a 
single carrom and Slosson began to get in some 
tine work. On his fifth shot the object pall was 
against the cushion, but he came out from it 
beautifully, and was applauded. A pretty draw 
succeeded by a halt follow, which gathered the 
balls, carried him wellalong. Several followsand@ 
a strong draw straight across the table ~~ up 
some more, but be missed on a round-the-table 
shot, leaving them in bad shape. Schaefer 
could not make it, and Slosson failed 
to count on a spread _ shot, being 
kissed out.

This run took the heart out of Schaefer. He 
worked hard and got 16. Then Slosson 
rolled up 16 and missed an easy carrom, 
Schaefer missed, and _ Slosson, cuentas 
with a long half follow, counted \. 
Schaefer coaxed out 6, and Slossen followed with 
15, 1 being a brilliant force follow. Schaefer 
got 2, and Slosson made 12 open shots, after 
which he nursed them around a_ corner 
up to 24. Schaefer went to _ pieces, 
missed a simple carrom, = and Slos- 
son rolled up 16 more, but Schaefer could get 
only 1. Slosson got them together right 
away, and ran 18, and stopped when he 
frozo them. They were spotted and he 
began counting again. He made a _ beauti- 
ful massé, and then a series of four consecutive 
draws of considerable brilliancy, and missed 
asingle cushion shot, after counting 57, leav- 
ing him but 4 to go to win. Schaefer 
could respond with nothing better than a 
miss on a very easy single cushion shot, 
Slosson played 16 more _ shots, most of 
which were brilliant, and thus closed the game 
and the tournament. He shook hands with 
Schaefer, wbo iooked a sorrow deeper than all 
words, and a moment later they were surrounded 
by the crowd. 

During the entire game Slosson made but one 
failure to score, while Schaefer made seven fail- 
ures. Slosson made his finishing shot at 10:23, so 
that the game occupied just two hours and five 
minutes.

It is re- 
ported here to-night that Gen. Middleton had 
another engagement with the rebels and was 
onan defeated, but the report cannot be veri- 
ed. 

It is stated here that Riel has moved all his 
forces from Batoche and intrenched himself 
again inthe ravine where the previous battle 
occurred. Heis reported to have 800 fightin 
men well armed, and to have said that he woul 
clean out the Government forces as surely as the 
Philistines of old were cleaned out. 


Toronto, Ontario, April 30.—A special 
train left here to-day over the Grand Trunk 
Road with 107 recruits for the northwest 
mounted police and two carloads of supplies for 
the volunteers at the front.

THE VARIED CAREER OF CHEVA- 
LIER. ALFRED PARAF. 

‘HIS BRILLIANT AND ROMANTIC EXPLOITS IN 
EUROPE AND AMERICA—DYING FOR- 
GOTTEN IN LIMA, PERU. 

The story of “ Chevalier” Alfred Paraf, 


“who died in Lima, Peru, of pneumonia on April 


1, isa romance of adventures such as is seldom 
unfolded in real life, and to match which in & 
novel would require the imagination of a Du- 
mas. Although scarcely 40 years old, Paraf had 
successfully swindled the people of two conti- 
nents, and in a little over 10 years he had squan- 
dered over $2,000,000, which he had drawn from 
the pockets of his gullible victims. Unlike the 
ordinary swindler, Paraf selected his dupes from 
among the wealthiest and presumably the most 
intelligent citizens of all lands, and the manner 
in which his work was done showed him 
to be a man of great natural genius, by 
means of which had he so chosen ha 
might have raised himself to an enviable posi- 
tion in any civilized country. The appearanca 
of the man was a great aid to him in the prose< 
cution of his gigantic schemes of plunder, pre< 
disposing all with whom he came in contact ir 
his favor. He was of medium height and light 
build, with clear-cut, regular features and large, 
eloquent eyes, which attracted men and women 
alike. He was a fascinating talker, and there 
was an apparent frankness in his face which 
captured everybody. As an adventurer he waq 
the most accomplished that ever stepped foot om 
these shores, and there are scores of men in thid 


country to-day, as well as in South America, wha 
remember with mortification the fascinating 
graces of this king of swindlers. 

* Chevalier” Alfred Paraf, as he grandilo- 
ate called himself, was of French extrac< 
tion, and was born in Mulhaus, in what is now 
the German Province of Alsace, in 1845. His 
father was a wealthy man and the owner of ex~ 
tensive calico printing works in Mulhaus. He 
had a brother who was an engineer in the Frenc 
Army and two sisters. The family was one o 
the oldest in Alsace and, with the exception of 
Alfred, one of the most respected in the Prov- 
ince. The young man who was to prove the 
gcapegrace of the house was given a fine educa< 
tion, and as ho displayed a remarkable talent for 
chemical work he was sent, after graduating, to 
take a course of study with the eminent French 
chemist Dr. Paul Schutzenberg, at Paris. As 
student with the doctor Paraf developeda talen 
for forming new combinations and inventing im- 

rovements on existing processes which stamped 

im as a scholar of unusual merit, and 
upon the conclusion of his studies he was placed 
in charge of the laboratory in his father’s prin& 
works. Soon afterward he went on an excur- 
sion to Scotland, and here for the first time his 
swindling propensities came to the surface, He 
was short of money at Glasgow and wrote to 
his father for a supply. The response of tha 
old gentleman not suiting him, he went to the 
most fashionable hotel and engaged an expen- 
sive suite of rooms. Then he went toa wealthy 
manufacturer and told him that he had dis- 
covered a new and cheap dve for calico printings 
He demonstrated the truth of hisstory to the 
satisfaction of his victim by half an hour’s exe 
perimenting in the laboratory, and sold hig 

* discovery” for $20,000. The dye was certainly 
pew and cheap, but it was not durable, and the 
manufacturer was just $20,000 out of pocket, as 
he found soon after when his goods began to 
come back to him. 

Paraf, with his little fortune, went to Pari 
where in Jess than a month the entire sum ha 
gone into the pockets of adventuresses and 
gamblers. He lived in royalstyle while it lasted, 
and-when he found himself penniless he went to 
his old master, Dr. Schutzenberg, and the two 
chemists together discovered the principle of 
the aniline dyes which have become such an im- 

ortant factor in calico printing. Paraf took 
he invention to Leeds and other English man- 
ufacturing towns, and disposed of licenses to 
make and use the dyes to a great number of 
print works. He was on the high road to 
fame and fortune, but he spent his money 
in luxuriant livio as fast as he made 
it, and when, in 1867, he found it expedient to 
leave Europe, as the Giasgow manufacturer 
whom he had formerly swindled was breathing 
vengeance against him, be was almost penniless 
again. In this predicament he paid a visit to his 
uncle, of the firm of Paraf, Javal & Co., Paris, 
and sold hima ‘“ newcolor” which he had dis- 
covered for $10,000. With this money he set sail 
for New-York and was well across the Atlantic 
before his uncle found that his new color had 
been invented and patented by a friend of his 
nephew, from whom the latter had deliberately 
stolen it. 

Paraf landed in New-York in 1867. He was 
then only 22 years old, very engaging in his man- 
ners, and gifted with a ready tongue, which was 
the chief weapon with which he intended to at- 
tack the capitalists of this country. He first 
called upon’ Messrs. Bredt & Co., chemists and 
dealers in colors. and through them secured an 
introduction to Prof. Chandler, of Columbia Col- 
lege. His great scheme at this time was to manu- 
facture iodine from sponge, and he asked Prof. 
Chandler to analyze his process. The scheme w: 
found to be impracticable and was dropped, and. 
Paraf then turned his attention to the work- 
ing of his old bonanza, the invention 
of colors for calico printing. He professed 
to have discovered an “aniline black” 
superior to any in the market, and 
with this discovery he traveled through the 
manufacturing towns ‘of New-Englana, — 
Hcenses at from $2,000 to $3,000 each. - The resul 
of this campaign was a fortune of $40,000in 
cash, with which Paraf returned to this city and 
began a life of elegant pleasure which —_ 

dazzled the people who witnessed it. Pe) 
brought with him a tall and stylish blonde 
named Marian Woodbury, whom he introduced 
as Mme. Paraf, and took apartments on the fireti 
floor of the Everett House, for which he paid 
$125 a week. They were furnished sumptuous- 
ly, and their occupant to all appearances 
had more money than he could comfort- 
ably dispose of. He absolutely threw his 
gold away. Any friend who desired a loan 
of $1,000 or $2,000 had only to ask it, and the 
money was his without the formality of giving 
a note or any other security. In some cases 
Paraf pressed these loans on his friends when he 
thought them in need. The result was inevita- 
ble. Tie was constantly surrounded by a crowd 
of flatterers who bled him as freely as even he 
could desire. Itis told of him that he would 
drive to the hotel early in the evening and leave 
the carriage standing at the doorall night. He 
was too indolent to send down an order for its 
dismissal, but he would cheerfully pay the driver 
$25 or $30 in the morning for sitting on his box 
| all night. Paraf’s luxuriant tastes led_bim 
into the most extraordinary freaks. When 
taking a bath, which be did daily, he would pour 
920 worth of ottar of roses into the water and 
lie and enjoy the fragrance: in true Oriental 
style for an hour or two ata time. He gave ele- 
gant dinner parties at Delmonico’s old Four 
teenth-street place, and at these he entertained 
royally scientists, lawyers, and society men. Hid 
lavish expenditures soon attracted attention to 
him, which was what his vanity craved, and he 
became a social lion in the metropolis. 

With this style of living $69,000, which wad 
drawing no interest, could not last long, and 
one morning the Chevalier Paraf awoke to find 
his bank account closed and himself penniless, 
As he bad been in the same cordition often he 
fore, the fact did not alarm him seriously. The 
sham Mme. Paraf abandoned him until he could 
secure another fortune for herto heip him ta 
spend, and Paraf turned his attention to tha 
problem of inventing a new swiggle. The 
“aniline black” scheme was exhausted by tha 
fact being known that the real owner and 
patentee of this dye, from whom Paraf had 
stolen the process in Europe, was prepar4 
ing to visit this country to make thosd 
who had used the dye pay for it. Sd 
Paraf pushed his explorations into another 
field. He pretended to have discovered a new 
color which he called cloverine, and this timd 
his victim was 2 wealthy damask manufactures 
of this city. While conducting bis bowus che 
ical experinzeuts, which was his usual method o 
giving éclat to his pretended discoveries, an ex 
plosion occurred which nearly ended the career 
of both Paraf and his victim. The result of thd 
cloverine venture was that Paraf secured an~ 
other barrel of money, and the manufactured 
was obliged to go out of busines after spendin 
his fortune on a worthless invention. Pa 
spent this money as he had the first, and after 
few months he was again penniless, with h 
trunks and those of his alleged wife in the han 
of the hotel keeper. 

It was at this point in his career tht he mad¢ 
a bold stroke by which he ~ictimize4 “x-Go 
Sprague, of Rhode Isiavd, 2n? ‘ace that th 
wealthy gentleman pay for his luxurious tastes 
for more than a year. Goy. Sprague was on 
business visit to this city, when Paraf called o 
him at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel, with the air 
a man who had millions to give away, althoug 
at this time he was absolutely reduced to ex 
tremities. He told the Governor that he ba 
discovered a new method of employing the ex 
tract of madder in calico printing at chea 
rates than that in ordiuary use. By his faci 
speech and cunning artifice he succeeded in con 
vincing Gov. Sprague that there were milli 
in the new discovery. and Paraf went to Pro 
dence with his victim, where he performed b 
deceptive experiments in such a manner as 
satisfy the Governor. The result was that Pa 
received $75,000 cash for his invention and { 
promise of a part of the prospective profits dq 
rived from ite use. On the basis of this frant 
the erection of extensive inadder dye works wa 
begun in Providence, and a uvew. office 
opened at No. 42 Broad-stfect, in this oi 
costly fixtures and a half score of: well, 
clerks and bookkeepers.

By this time, however, the 

vidence M Works had arrived so near 
completion esto call for the services of the 

Chevalier Paraf to demonstrate their practical 
utility. It was then found that Paraf’s wonder- 

fuld very was not applicable to operations 

on an exten e. and Goy. § e awoke 
to the fact that he had been swindled to the tune 
of a cool half million. 

araf returned again to this city, and took up 

his residence at Twenty-fifth-street and Fifth- 
venue, in the building now occupied by the 

Geo. Teck Club. During his madder experi- 

ment he had spent over $100,000, and he now set 

to work to spend what little money he had left 
as the result of that venture. It was only a few 
thousand dollars, but he lived ina style such as 
few men with millions at their back would 
affect. His entertainments were numerous and 
costly, and one of them, given to Hassan, the 

Tunisian Ambassador, is still remembered as a 

marvel of richness and luxury. It was not long 

before the last dollar was squandered, and then 
he woman who bad so long passed as Mme, 
araf finally abandoned the adventurer and 
went to Puris, where she was lost sight of. Paraf 
was very voor for months, and finally became 
seedy and was forced to borrow small sums to 
pay his bills at cheap restaurants. 

In the Spring of 1872, however, Paraf came to 
the front avain asa capitalist and spendthrift. 
This time he appeared as the inventor of * oleo- 
margarine.” This substitute for butter was 
really invented by a French chemist named Mege 
Mourier, during the siege of Paris by the Ger- 
mans, when the French Government offered a 
reward to any person who would produce a sub- 
stitute for butter. Parat stole the process from 
his countryman, but be was undoubtedly the 
first man to introduce it to this country. A stock 
company was formed with a capital of $500,000. 
and a factory was built for the manufacture of 
thearticle. Paraf wason his feet again, and he 
began to live more extravagantly than ever. 
He purchased a brownstone-front house 
at Forty-ninth-street and Fifth-avenue and 
doubied his living expenses. In 1873 he went to 
San Francisco to establish a factory there, and 
while he was absent his fellow-stockholders dis- 
covered that he was not the inventor of ocleo- 
margarine, They at once purchased the Amer- 
lean right from the real nch discoverer, 
reorganized the company, and left Paraf out. 
On learning these facts Paraf hurried back to 
New-York. He accused the company of having 
swindied him, and the stockholders threatened 
to have him arrested for fraud, but nothing 
came of the threat, and finally Paraf shook the 
dust of New-York from his feet forever. 

Paraf tad worked his mines in the United 
States to bed-rock, and he now turned about to 
find new fields for exploration. The wealthy 
land owners and capitalists of Chili were an at- 
tractive bait, and be started for South America 
to secure the wherewithal to supply his deficien- 
cies. It was bere that he embarked in the most 
stupendous scheme which his fertile mind nad 
ever evolved, and the execution of which shows 
the 7, of human nature to an astonish- 
ing degree. Paraf went to Santiago, where he 
assumed the character of a mun of wealth, and 
s00n ingratiated himself with the dons of that 
rich city by his elegant entertainments and 

‘pleasing manners. A gigantic scheme for ex- 
racting gold from copper ore was the 
means chosen to penetrate the coffers of the 
rich Spaniards. Paraf rofessed to have 
discovered a method of doing this, and the 
simple gentlemen of Santiago swallowed the 
gold-tipped hook eagerly. A joint stock com- 
any was launched with a capital of $1,250,000, 
mmense smelting works were erected at Higue- 
ras de Zapata, and assays of copper were made 
by Paraf in the presence of the officials of the 
company, which returned a large percentage of 
gold. The Chilians went fairly wild over the 
great “discovery,” and Paraf was hailed as a 
second Midas, whose touch had transformed 
their base metalsinto gold. The production of 
this magic gold continued until one day Don 
Aldaricio Prado, who had invested $150,000 in 
the scheme, had his suspicions aroused from the 
fact that the assays never yielded more than 
$100 a day, and in the absence of Paraf he 
made an assay of some copper ore himself. 
It is needless to say that he secured no 
gold. An investigation followed, and _ it 
was found that Paraf and his servant, who 
wasachemist in disguise, were accustomed to 
place hyposulphide of soda and gold in the cru- 
cibles in which the copper was smelted, and that 
the gold found was precipitated from this and 

not from the copper. This discovery was made 

in November, 1877, and the excitement through- 
out Chili was intense. Paraf was in danger of 
being lynched by his angry dupes. He pub- 
lished a card in the papers in which he tried to 
stem the tide of indignation by stating that the 
negative result obtained by Prado was owing to 
his not being in —. of the secret process 
for smelting which he, Paraf, employea. His 
dupes, however, couid no longer be imposed 
upon; the Chevalier was arrested, convicted of 
swindling, and sentenced to a term in prison, the 
first and last which he ever served. 

The gold scheme was the last,as it was the 
most audacious, of Paraf’s many enterprises, 

fter his sentence be was heard of no more un- 
the announcement of his death at Lima. 





ABOUT STREET RAILROADS. 


COMMISSIONERS DECIDE AGAINST ANY MORE 
TRACKS. 

Luther R. Marsh, Oliver K. King, and 
John H. Watson were appointed by the Supreme 
Court, General Term, to ascertain whether the 
New-York City Railroad Company should have 
the right to construct a main line, with various 
branches running east and west, between the 
foot of East Ninety-second-street and the foot 
of Desbrosses-street on the west side, and wheth- 
er the Houston-Street, West-Street ani Pavonia 


Ferry and Third-Avenue Railroad Companies 
should be authorized to extend through Forty- 
gecond-street the tracks they now use in that 
thoroughfare. 
The Commissioners have reported to the court 
that, in their opinion, the City Railroad Com- 
pany’s petition should be denied, because there 
are obstacles in the way of the construction by 
it of an uninterrupted main line. Tne main ob- 
stacle exists in Forty-second-street, and consists 
of the fact that the Houston-Street, West-Street 
and Pavonia Ferry Railroad Company already 
has a line there. Underthe Genera! Railroad act 
& new railroad can only use a street already 
eccupied by a railroad when the company 
n question consents to tbe advent of the 
new comer. The Pavonia Ferry Raiiroad Com- 
pen not having given its consent in favor of 
o New.Yorx ity Company, the Commission- 
ers are of the opinion that forthe court to au- 
thorize the latter company to construct its pro- 
road would be to authorize the occupa- 
on of Forty-second-street with four tracks 
Instead of two. as at present, to the manifest 
disadvantage of the owners of abutting prem- 
ises,as well as of the public generally, in the 
use of vehicles other than cars. 
As to the applications of the Pavonia Ferry 
Railroad Company and the Third-Avenue Com- 
y, the Commissioners report that they should 
denied, because the Forty-second-Street, Man- 
hattanville and St. Nicholas-Avenue Railroad 
Company now has tracks in Forty-second-street 
west of Doureh-avenwe. Yet it is the opinion of 
the Commissioners that the construction of the 
roposed line and branches by the City Railroad 
mpany and the extension of the tracks used 
jointly by the other two companies would prove 
advantageous to travel.

DAMAGE BY WEDNESDAY’S STORM. 





THE FORCE OF THE WIND FELT SEVERELY 
IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

Easton, Penn., April 30.—The windstorm 
which began yesterday morning continued until 
lastevening, During the afternoon a number 
of buildings were damaged, among them being 
the Able Opera House, the Central Hotel, and a 
row of four-story brick houses on Walnut-street. 
The roofs of the latter were completely torn off 
and carried about 200 feet. The damage in Easton 
and in different parts of Northampton County 
will reach $6,000. About 100 feet of the roof of 


the bridge across the Delaware at Riegelsville 
was torn off and carried down the stream. One 
of the afternoon passenger trains on the Lehigh 
and Susquehanna Railroad passed through a 
blinding snowstorm from the time it left Green 
Ridge until it reached a point above White 
Haven. An entire carload of lumber was blown 
from the Lehigh Valley Railroad at Mauch 
Chunk and thrown into the canal. All the 
west-bound passenger trains on the same road 
were detained by the wind. 


NorRRISTOWN, Penn., April 30.—Advices 
from the upper end of the county indicate that 
yesterday’s storm raged more furiously there 
than in this sectiou, At Pennsbureg considerable 
damage wasdone. The slate was torn from the 
roofof Jokn School's residence, and the root 
proper was only keptin place by ropes. Flying 
débris struck a woman on the head, inflicting 
serious injuries. Thetin roof of the Perkiamen 
Railroad station was blown off. Outhouses and 
other insecure buildings, fences and grape ar- 
bors were scattered about in confusion; Martin 
Hyde's barn was torn from its foundation and 
turned over, and at Emaus a hotel was seriously 
damaged. The storm was the most severe expe- 
rienced in that section since 1867.

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THE FREIGHT POOL DEAD 


NOT UPHELD BY OFFICERS OF 
THE TRUNK LINES. 

A SEMBLANCE OF THE POOL TO BE PROBA- 

BLY KEPT UP, BUT THE ROADS VIR- 
TUALLY LEFT INDEPENDENT. 


The outcome of the conference of the 
trunk Hine Presidents at Commissioner Fink's 
office yesterday was practically an official recog- 
nition of the death of thefreizht pool and an ad- 
mission that the difficulties encompassing the 
railroad situation are too many to be overcome 
by the methods hitherto used to keep the pool 
alive. All the roads were represented. The 
Pennsylvania and Erie were represented by their 
respective Presidents. Vice-Presidents Hayden 
and Spencer were present on behalf of the New- 
York Central and Baltimore and Ohio, and Man- 
agers Hickson and Seargeant for the Grand 
Trunk. 

The day was passed in a general discussion of 
the situation and a resolution was adopted, with- 
out dissent, opposing the action of the Chicago 
roads at the meeting uf April 161n establishing 
a Central Traffic Association. The resolution 
also announced that the trunk lines were pre- 
pared to co-operate in any reasonable scheme 
for the establishment and perpetuation of stable 
rates, which it was conceded were not now rul- 
ing. The object of this traffic organization is 


the establishing of pools at all interior points, 
such as St. Louis, Indianapolis, Peoria, and other 
railway centres. These have been in existence 
for some time, but have practically ceased to 
exist for several months owing to the cutting of 
rates and consequent inability to keep upa 
semblance of pool organization. As the Western 
situation is growing more and more precarious 
every day, owing to the disturbances brought 
about by the cutting and warfare between the 
Northwestern roads, the likelihood of success- 
fully establishing new pools within the Chicago 
territory is regarded as doubtful. 

The most significant incident of the meeting 
yesterday was the neglect to provide for further 
settiements between the roads both in the Chi- 
cago and trunk line pools, and the result of this 
is that whilea semblance of the pool may be 
kept up—as the agreement between the roads 
Jasts for some time yet—the absence of any 
mode of settlement leaves the situation one 
which permits each road to go ahead and carry 
on or get its business at such rates and in such 
manner as it may dGeem best. This is 
directy due to the action of the Grand 
Trunk. When it ave notice of _ its 
withdrawal from the Chicago pool a crisis was 
precipitated, which was temporarily arrested at 
the meeting six weeks amo, when it was agreed 
that the settlements, tbe term of which expired 
on April 1,should be continued until May 1. 
The month's grace was given to enable the pool 
to devise means for the continuance of its oper- 
ations, Apparently this plan could not be 
agreed upon, as the meeting yesterday did noth- 
ing to provide settlements beyond May l. With- 
out such settlements the pool ceases, and this is 
in effect conceded by the railway managers. 

Commissioner Fink, however, said yesterfay 
that things would go on as usual. For some 
time past, owing tojthe non-diversion of freight, 
the settiemente, if made at all, have been made 
in money. This system has been tried before, 
but has never been successful. 


AIDING THE CANADIAN PACIFIC. 

Otrawa, Ontario, April 30.—A definite 
programme in regard to Government aid to the 
Canadian Pacific Railway appears to have been 
atlast agreed upon by the Government and its 
supporters in the caucus to-day. Out of the 
common stock of the company there remains 
$35,000,000 unissued, which is held by the Gov- 
ernment as part security for the advances made 


by loan of the last session. It is proposed to 
cancel this stock and issue bonds for an equal 
amount, of which issue $20,000,000 will be taken 
by the Government in repayment to that extent 
of the loan of $30,000,000 of last year. There 
will then remain a balance of $15,000,000 
of the bond issue in the hands of this 
company, $8,000,000 of which will be handed 
over to the Government as security tor an issue 
of $5,000,000 in Dominion Treasury notes, which 
amount is required immediately to pay floating 
liabilities. The balance of $7,000,000 of the bonds 
to be retained by the Government, to be paid 
over when the Government are assured that a 
like amount has been invested in the road over 
and above Government subsidies. The 21,000,000 
acres of unsold land belonging to the company 
will be retained by the Government, who will 
also hold the Algoma Branch of the road as se- 
curity for the $10,000,000 unpaid of the loan of 
last session, as wellas to meet theinterest on 
bonds should the company at any time find itself 
unable to do so out of its own revenue.

JERSEY CENTRAL STOCKHOLDERS. 

Several stockholders of the New-Jersey 
Central Railroad addressed a letter to Secretary 
Knox yesterday in answer toacircular asking 
proxies to be used at the approaching election 
in favor of the present management. The letter 
declared that the interests of the property re- 


quired a Board of Directors which would devote 
its attention primarily to the Jersey Central 
Road, and intimated that the present board was 
quae inthe interest of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad to the neglect of the leased 
line. Thesignersof the letter desire that the 
management of their property shall be dictated 
trom New-York instead of trom Philadelphia 
and that the suburban and seaside passenger and 
treight traffic of the Jersey Central Koad, which 
is now being lost, should be fostered and en- 
couraged under New-York management. It is 
asserted that the property of the Jersey Central 
Road is likely to come back into the hands of 
the stockholders at any moment, consequently 
the new Board of Directors should be repre- 
sentatives of Jersey Central interests.

CLEANLINESS TO BE CHEAP. 


LODGINGS AND FOOD FOR THE POOR OF 
THE TENTH WARD. 

An interesting enterprise is that of the 
lodging house of the Sanitary Aid Society for 
the Tenth Ward, at No. 9 Doyers-street, one 
block from the elevated railroad station at Chat- 
ham-square. It1s the purpose of the managers 
to give the residents of the overcrowded tene- 
ment house district of this portion of the city a 
great deal of comfort for a very little money. 
The would-be lodger, for the small sum of 
10 cents, is invited to take a bath. 
and is then furnished with a clean night 
gown and bed, In the morning he can purchase 
tor 3 cents coffee, sugar and milk, and bread, 
and by paying 2 cents more may have butter 
added to his bill of fare. Should he be hungry 
about dinner time,7 cents will buy soup and 
meat and bread, and 10 cents will buy this 
menu: Soup and either roast beet, Hamburger 
steak, or Irish stew and bread and potatoes. On 
Sundays tarts and puddings are thrown in ex- 
tra. One hundred lodgers can be accommodated. 
The beds are clean, and the three floors used for 
dormitories are admirably ventilated. Should the 
experiment continue to be as successful in the 
Tenth Ward as it has already been since the first 
of the month, when the enterprise was started 
the operations of the society will be extended 
to other parts of the city. he gentlemen who 
are interested in the scheme are A. &.

A VERDICT BROUGHT IN AFTER EIGHT 
HOURS OF DELIBERATION. 

The case against Ferdinand Mayer on 
the charge of perjury was concluded and the 
prisoner acquitted yesterday. Richard 8. New- 
combe, of counsel for Mayer, having argued 
that 40 years of reputable social and business 
life ought to have kept the prisoner from even 
the suspicion of intentional false swear- 
ing, Assistant District Attorney Fellows 


attacked the proposition. He instanced 
the cases of John ©, Eno and of the 
bank officers now in the New-Jersey State 
Prison, all of whom had good reputations until 
their crimes were found out. He dissected the 
evidence and argued from it tnat Mayer's de- 
fense was a fabrication based on sudden mutual 
remembrances 4 him and his son and on re- 
markable mutual forgetfulness by them. They 
remembered, he said, as F. Mayer & Co. and they 
forgot as I’. Mayer & Co. udge Van Brunt 
charged the jury very carefully on the law, and 
they retired after 8 o’cicck. 

It was announced about 9 o'clock thatthe 
jury had reached a decision, but it was 11:10 
o’clock before the Judge returned to receive 
their verdict. He had been toadinner atthe 
Union League Club and was in evening dress, 
with a rose inhis buttonhole. Mr. Mayer sat 
beside his counsel in the courtroom and anx- 
jously scanned the faces of the jurors as they 
marched in and took their seats. He wus 
so nervous when the Judge told him to 
stand up while the verdict was pronounced 
that his knees shook and he was obliged to sup- 
port himself by leaning on the back of his chair. 

he foreman announced thet the jury had 
found the defendant not guilty, and the state- 
ment was greeted by a cheer, in which Mr. Mayer 
oined, and which was with difficulty suppressed 

y the Sheriff’s deputies. Mr. Mayer was dis- 
charged, and numerous congratulations were 
tendered himself and his counsel.

Tutor Anable has given 
up his position, and the venerable Jobn Foster, 
who has ocupied the chair of Natural Philoso- 
phy since 1836, has left the charge of his classes 
to others and is taking a well-earned rest. With 
the exception of the appointment of two tutors 
the vacancies have not been filled, and the work 
is distributed among the other members of the 
Faeulty. 

The college paper shows an actual attendance 
of 136 students, and also the surprising fact that 
of 176 students who entered the three higher 
classes, 79 have left college.

Mrs. Eliza Phillips lives near the 
town of Orange. She was afflicted witha tumor, 
and her friends had given her uptodie. The 
faith healers visited her, and they claim to have 
made a compiete cure in her case. They must 
be unusually successful in such cases 
if all they say is true, for Mrs. 
Henry Snyder, for years an invalid with 
cancer, they allege, is rapidly improving 
under their treatment and is gaining strength 
daily. A daughter of D. B. Hoyt, who has been 
in poor health for a iong time, is said to be as- 
tonishing her friends by getting rapidly better 
under the new system.

The United States Treasurer to-day recetved, 
through the maill,an envelope postmarked Washing- 
ton, D. C., containing a five-hundred-doilar United 
States note and afnote saying: “This $500 belongs to 
the Treasury of the United States.” The money was 
deposited to the credit of consclence? 


Bids were opened at the Treasury Department 


* to-day for basement and superstructure of the Brook- 


lyn Post Office. The lowest bid for the brickwork was 
made by B. Gallagher. of New-York, at $57,500, and 
the lowest for stonework (granite) was by the Bodwell 
Granite Company at $94,700. The character of stone 
to be used in the building has not yet been determined. 

C.N. Jordan will relieve A. U. Wyman of the 
office of Treasurer of the United States to-morrow 
morning. The commission of Mr. Jordan was signed 
by the President to-day, and his bond of $150,000 was 
approved by the Solicitor of the Treasury tose. His 
sureties are James Flemming, William V. Toffey, 
James L. Ogden, William ‘I’.

The genera! count of ali the moneys and secu- 
rities in the different branches of the office will begin 
to-morrow morning, and a large force of clerks will be 
detailed to assist the committees in that work.

OPPOSITION TO CERTAIN BILLS. 

The Canal Committee of the Produce 
Exchange has prepared a protest, ‘in the name 
of the commercial interests of this State,” 
against the bill introduced inthe State Senate 
by the Hon. Mr. Lowentitled ** An act to author- 
ize the Highland Trans-Hudson Railroad Com- 
pany to construct and operate a bridge across 
the Hudson River between Storm King Mount- 
ain, in Orange County, and Breakneck Mount- 
ain, in Dutchess County, near Cornwall.” The 
committee urges that the construction of sucha 
bridge will seriously impair the navigation of 
the Hudson River. 

The same committee also considered Assembly 
bill No. 777 and Senate bill No. 416, limiting the 
canal district in this city and reducing the dock 
and wharf facilities. The committee resolved 
that itis of the utmost importance to the com- 
merce of this city and State that the canal dis- 
trict, as it now exists, should not be abridged or 
contracted, or put to corporate or private uses.

. BIBBY BEATEN BY ABS. 
—_——.—— 
fHE GERMAN WRESTLER PROVES TOO 
STRONG FOR THE ENGLISHMAN. 

Carl Abs, the German giant, and [Edwin 
Bibby, the wei!-known wrestler, engaged in a 
Greco-Roman wrestling match in Clarendon 
Hall last evening. The contest was for $500. 
Abont 500 persons paid an admission fee of $1 
each to witness tho struggle. They whistled 
and stamped their feet for overan hour before 


the athletes made their appearance. Edward 
Maliahan was selected as referee, and he set the 
men to work at 9 o’clock. 

At the call of “time” both men stepped to 
the middle of the ring. Abs, who is a 
trifie over 6 feet in height, weighed 200 

ounds, while his opponent, who is 
Py, inches shorter, weighed 42 pounds 
jess. They began by toying with each other's 
hands and arms. As in the previous matches 
Abs acted on the defensive. Bibby worked like a 
beaver. He did not allow his opponent to rest one 
moment. After wrestling five minutes the men 
began to show the effects of their work. Thirty 
minutes later Abs tried a neck hold, and Bibby 
went down to save himself. Abs was 
on top of him in an instant, but 
Bibby slipped through his legs and gained his 
feet in less than two seconds. Bibby was pleased 
when Reteree Mallahan said: ‘“ The first hour 
isup. You men can rest for 15 minutes.” 

When the men again appeared Abs began to 
force matters, but another hour passed without 
either man gaining a fall, and they retired fora 
second rest. The spectators began to grow tired 
of the uninteresting work, and they gave vent 
to their feelings by hissing the contestants. 

Abs went at his opponent in a lively manner 
in the third bout. He managed to floor the 
Englishman half a dozen times, but without 
pressing his shoulders to the fioor. At 11:50 
o’clock, after wrestling 2 hours and 20 min- 
utes actual time, Abs gained the first fall. Bibby 
seemed to make no attempt to preventit. He 
lay on his back, and Abs gently pressed his 
shoulders to the floor. The crowd yelled, 
and Abs left the stage for another rest. 
The men rested for 10 minutes and once more 
began hostilities. After tugging away for 40 
minutes Bibby failed to gain a fall, and Abs was 
declared the winner. 





“TOM” HOOLAHAN'S MONEY. 

“ Tom’ Hoolahan, a well-known Brook- 
lyn contractor and politician, died in 1878, leav- 
ing an estate of about $200,000, which was to be 
divided, according to his will, in parcels of 
$5,000 to each of his two sisters, and the large bal- 
ance between his grandchildren. Hoolatian had 


had an account with the Mechanics and Trad- 
ers’ Bank, of this city, and a few months before 
he die@ he was informed that he had consider- 
ably overdrawn the account. To make up this 
balance Hoolahan made over tothe bank, forthe 
term of 10 years, 20 lots of property in Brook- 
lyn, which brought in an aggregate rent 
of $10,000 a year. ‘the bank, however, paid Hoo- 
lahan about $200 a month, reserving the balance. 
The junior Mrs. Hoolahan, the mother of the 
dead man’s grandchildren, to whom was left the 
bulk of the property, was the only Executor of 
the will who qualified. When the two sisters 
asked. for their $5,000 legacies, it is alleged, they 
were told that noscttlement could be effected 
until **Tom’s” property has been redeemed 
from the Mechanics and Traders’ Bank, which 
will be three years from now, seven years Only 
having run out of the ten. The sisters are not 
content with this arrangement and will en- 
deavor tocome to a more speedy settlement. 
Through their counsel they vesterday obtained 
from the Kings County Supreme Court an order 
returnable on Saturday directing the Executor 
to show cause why she should not be removed 
and another Trustee appointed.

ENFRANCHISEMENT OF THE INDIANS.

The Liberals claim that the Indian, who has 
for so long lived on the bounty of the Govern- 
ment, who, in fact, is indebted for everything 
he receives to the Great Father at Ottawa, will 
in every case vote forhim. This clause, the op- 
osition maintain, is aimed at the existence in 
arliament of some leading men who have large 
numbers of Indians in their constituencies. They 
are determined to offer all possible opposition to 
the bill, and will kecp the House ccntinuously 
in session on this clause until midnight on Satur- 
day.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


CHICAGO, April 8.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were fairly active to-day and averaged steadier, 
the cereals showing the greatest advance in prices. 
The inciting cause was war news, all other facts being 
only or second importance. The early reports chat 
Russia had really decided at all hazaras to “ carry the 
war into Africa” caused a sharp advance in prices 
at the outset, though it had been anticipated 
in Wheat on the curbstone the previous day, 
while regular trading marts were closed. Subse- 
quently it was reported from the seaboard 
that the news of a Russian advance was contradicted, 
and prices fell back here, but turned in the other 
direction, as Consols were almost immediately here- 
after quoted 44 per cent. lower. The closing cables were 
easier On breadstufils. Provisions were quiet except in 
changes from one month to another and generally 
steady. Theadvancein Wheat tended to strengthen 
prices, but this was offset by the fact of large receipts 
of Hogs, which were quoted about 10c. lower. The 
foreign demand for Meats was reported to be improving, 
and there are signs of rather large quantities being 
taken unless transportation facilities shouid be want- 
ing. There was a fair buying of Pork here yesterday 
on country orders, the seiling being mostly done by 
packers. ‘The offerings of stuff which is expected to 
be delivered to-day on May contracts were liberal 
enough to widen ovt thé premiums for carrying 
from the start, and they were still wider in the 
afternoon, 85c. being offered te have Ribs ¢ar- 
ried ovér three months, against 27ic, paid for 
the service earlier in the day. The crowd had 
calculatea on seeing a well-known packer come to the 
rescue and take ali the stuff as usual, but as the day 
wore on and he made no sign, they grew uneasy and 
let the re zo in despair, their idea beingi that the 
great plenty of Hogs had discouraged capital from as- 
suming tbe load. Pork sold 5c. higher at the 
Outset, at $1192 for June, and declined to 

72 bid at the close, with May at 
i2igc. discount and July at 120. premium. 
Lard sold 24c. higher, at $6 97% for June, and closed 
at $6 9244, with May at 10c. discount und July at 10c. 
premium. The price of overpius Lard delivered to-day 
was fixed at $6 S244. Short Kibs for June closed Tic. 
lower, at 26 ¥24¢, with May at 15c. discount and July at 
12kK¢. premium. August Ribs sold early at 36 12%¢. 

Flour was more active and much stronger. There 
was a better local demand and some buying on export 
account, the latter being held incheck rather bya 
scarcity of the grades wanted than by the higher 

rices asked by sellers. Rye Fiour was quot at 
$3 85@$4. Wheat was active at a much higher range, 
though most of the advance was nominally ob- 
tained during the holiday. June opened at about 
93c., being 154c. above the latast prices of Tues- 
ay, sol up to 94340. fell off to 93éc., 
reacted to 0444c., declined to 93i¥¢c.. and closed at 98740. 
asked, with May at 2c. discount, and July at 2a 
premium. Car lots of No. 2 Spring sqid at #1) @91%c., 
with hard do, at 933{c., both for fresh receipta, and No. 
8 at 88c. Liverpool was calied excited at an ad- 
vance of 2d. 4 cental, and Paris dearer, 
the other news being given as above. The 
early trading was active, but. not marked by 
the exchange of any large lots, 10.000 and 23,000 bush- 
els being the rule, whileno one took thetrouble to 
notice less than 5,000 bushels. It wouid have been 
more active but for the delay in thetransmission of 
messages under the new srrangements, which caused 
great uncertainty and made some members abstain 
from trying to send any messages xt all. Later on 
there was larger trading, the chief feature im which 
was good buying by Lester, Dupee, and Eldridge, which 
led to the remark that the private wire men 
were doing all the business, and that they were proba- 
bly buying on exclusive information about the war sit- 
uation in the Old World. The local crowd were in- 
clined to be bearish, especially after it was stated that 
the report of another Kussian advance was a mistake, 
but they did not dare to go far from shore in the 
face of strong buying by the parties named. It is not 
improbable that the prime report of the Wheat 
condition had more to do with the buying than had 
the war news, which some people supposed to be 
the only thing governing the trading. It was said that 
operators in other markets, as New-York und St. Louis, 
feel that without war there must be a recession in 
Wheat prices. This was said in connection with an 
intimation from abroad that a great deal of the polit- 
ical news which has caused the recent advance is sensa- 
tional. Red Winter Wheat is in better demand and 
much stronger. ‘nere was, however, a wider discrim- 
ination in favor of Wheat in north side houses than 
before, a round lot of No. 2 there selling at $1 0234, be- 
ing a premium of about ilc. above the corresponding 
grade of Spring, while the nominal premium in gouth 
side houses was only about 8c. ® bushel. The north 
side Wheattis preferred on account of its greater 
hardness. 

Corn was moderotely active and stronger. Lester 
took a good dea! for July, being the principal buyer of 
futures. ‘I'he other trading in them was wostly in 
changes, the men who were short for May filling in for 
this month and pasting it out for July. Toward the 
close there was a little fear of a squeeze in this month, 
and it expressed itself in free offers to give June in ex- 
change for Muy at even prices. Liverpool was called 1c. 
@2c. # cental higher. while our receipts were rather 
large. The shipping demand was very good at higher 
prices; gilt edged receipts of No. 2 to go to store sold at 
489ic.@49¢. and No, Sat 4730. Free on board lots sold at 

@5ic. for No. 2, with No, 8 at 494$c.@50}e. an 
No. 4 at 490.@50e¢., the outsidein each case being for 
Yellow lots; June sold eariy at 49¢.@49«c., the outside 
being 166. above the latest price of Tuesday, sold at 
495¢c., fell off to 483{c., closed at 49}¢c,, and July at 
nearly %ec. premium: August sold ati65084c,@5lc., 
and September at 5044c.@51¢c.

The dispatches from Panama state that 
entire quiet prevails there, and that the 
measures adopted by Admiral Jouxrrt 
have been successfully carried out. The 
position in which the Admiral was placed 
was a difficult one, and he has met its try- 
ing requirements with discretion as well 
as firmness, He has unquestionably been 
forced to apply his instructions somewhat 
liberally, and the connection between the 
treaty obligations of the United States 
and the gentle but effective pressure by 
which the insurgents were prevented from 
offering resistance in the town of Psnama 
is, at least, indirect, It was effective, 
however, and as it is not likely to give 
rise to any dispute, it will afford a strong 
precedent in circumstances that may here- 
after arise. 











The first dispatches about the robbery 
of an express train in Indiana Wednesday 
night told a story about a band of masked 
robbers mounted on horses who drove the 
engineer and the fireman from their posts, 
covered the express messenger with their 
revolvers, and shot him dead when he re- 
fusei to open his safe. Later reports 
show that this Jesse James gang was 
composed of only one tramp, whose 
weapon was a club. He was an able- 
bodied tramp, however, for with his club 
he got the best of two men and a re- 
volver. The express messenger, whose 
injuries are fatal, and his companion, who 
may not recover, are paying a heavy pen- 
alty for allowing themselves to go to 
sleep with the doors of their car open. 
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THE REFORM DEMONSTRATION. 
The company assembled on Tuesday 
evening to do honor to Mr. PENDLETON, 
with the speeches to which it listened and 
the manner in which it-received them, has 
produced a strong impression on the 
public mind. Naturally, it is not wholly 
agreeable to some of the partisan journal- 
ists, who cannot endure an expression of 
powerful public sentiment in support of a 
principle to which they have themselves 
been unfaithful, and it is not surprising 
to find some of this class in each party. 
The Tribune, for instance, is anxious that 
the country shall understand that civil 
service reform had little to do with the 
affair, that the tribute to Mr. PENDLETON 
was directed chiefly to his character as 
an accomplished gentleman, educated at 
Heidelberg, and whose family are familiar 
with the German language. And there 
are Democratic papers which hasten to 
assure us'that the true inwardness of the 
occasion was something as remote from 
interestin civil service reform as anything 
can be, since it was simply admiration 
for partisan Democracy, of which they 
claim that the guest of the evening isa 
conspicuous representative. 
These protests and explanations can 
only serve to show where and how the 
authors of them are sore. The dinner was 
offered to Mr. PENDLETON as a recognition 
of his fidelity and valuable labors in the 
cause of civil service reform, and was ac- 
cepted by him explicitly in that sense. 
The Chairman of the evening, Mr. 
GEORGE WILLIAM CurRTIS, who is not in 
the habit of using ambiguous language, 
stated the motive of the company in the 
most definite terms, and made an elo- 
quent and very effective exposition 
of the nature of the reform and 
of the way in which Mr. PENDLETON 
had contributed to it. Mr. PENDLE- 
Ton himself, in his very pointed 
and candid remarks, not only thanked 
the company for their appreciation of his 
share in the work of the reform, but de- 
scribed in some detail the measure with 
which his name is connected, and very 
loyally and generously called attention to 
the fact that it wasa bill drafted by the 
New-York Civil Service Reform Associa- 
tion, and presented to his own considera- 
tion in behalf of that association by Mr. 
Dorman B, Eaton, to whom he gave 
very cordial and well-deserved praise. 
Mr. Evarts is said by the Tribune to 
have made a speech warning the Ad- 
ministration to ‘‘ go slow,”.and boasting 
that the Republicans in the Senate would 
keep a close watch on “‘ unpardoned and 
unrepentant rebels,” “‘spoilsmen and 
machine men,” whose selection would 
not be ‘‘condoned.” Possibly he 
may have said something of this 
sort, for there were  consider- 
able passages in his speech simply incom- 
prehensible to any one present except— 
possibly—Mr. Evarts himself; but if he 
made any remarks to which such a mean- 
ing could be attached they escaped the at- 
tentive and presumably friendly ears of 
the Tribune reporters, and that paper 
gives no hint of them in its report. What 
he unquestionably did do, however, was 
to denounce in a most emphatic manner 
the “vicious circle of action by which 
the legislators made the placemen and 
the placemen made the legislators,” and 
to plead warmly for the greatest possible 
withdrawal of the influence of patron- 
age from politics and the greatest pos- 
sible freedom for the honorable ambition 
of men of brains and character. And 
though there were allusions to the re- 
formers by Mr. Evarts which were not 
marked by his usual urbanity and charity, 
he left no room for doubt that he regard- 
ed the reform in its essential purposes and 
in its achievements as exceedingly respect- 
able. 

The fact. is that the dinner was, in its 
whole tone and character, a demonstration 








modest provision for an improvement-of } for civil service-reform of‘ that very un- 


mistakable type embodied in the law to 
which the guest of the evening has 
given his name. That the demonstra- 
tion was proposed by gentlemen well 
known in the reform movement will hard- 
ly be denied by those who are at all 
familiar with the subject. That it was a 
demonstration made by the friends of re- 
form in both parties is equally clear, and 


that its singular and conspicuous and ; 


brilliant success is puzzling and alarm- 
ing to the mero partisan politicians 
they are themselves taking great pains 
to show. It is very easy, of course, 
to sneer at the presence of Mr. 
Evarts and Judge Davis and Sen- 
ator MILLER and STEPHEN B. EL- 
kInS and Cyrus W. FIELD, and to 
try to raise the presumption that these 
gentlemen, being friends and champions 
of Mr. BLaINng, cannot have intended to 
strengthen any reform demonstration, 
but were simply there to attest their ad- 
miration for Mr. PENDLETON as an excep- 
tional appointee and for the linguistic at- 
tainments of Mr. PENDLETON’s family. 
We do not pretend to know better than 
their soi disant friends what the motive 
of these gentlemen was, but whatever it 
may have been their presence added 
greatly to the interest of the meeting, 
and no one felt that it weakened 
the cause of the reform. It is very 
plain that the reception given to 
Mr. PENDLETON, as the avowed represent- 
ative of that cause, shows a deep and gen- 
eral sentiment in its favor, entirely irre- 
spective of parties We have never 
doubted that among Mr. BLaInnr’s 
friends there were very many sincere and 
earnest reformers, or that among Mr. 
CLEVELAND’s supporters there were, and 
are, many utterly hostile to reform, and 
the converse of the statement is equally 
true. What is growing more and more 
clear every day is that the determination 
to divorce the civil service from partisan 
politics is steadily growing, and that the 
body of voters adhering to this determi- 
nation hold in their hands the fate of any 
party that shall venture to oppose it, 





THE PRISON QUESTION 
STANDS. 


Since the Palmer bill authorizing the 

Superintendent of Prisons to adopt the 
piece price plan of employing convicts 
has been defeated, the only alternative re- 
maining is to leave a large number of pris- 
oners in idleness or to appropriate sufficient 
money to carry on the State account sys- 
tem with all those not still employed un- 
der contracts. Before the beginning of 
the present year the clothing company 
having acontract at Clinton, under which 
400 convicts were employed, failed, and the 
boot and shoe contract at Auburn, under 
which 125 were employed, was given up. 
The Superintendent obtained the appli- 
ances already in use and continued the 
work on State account for a time with. 
funds atZhis command. Then the Legis- 
lature made an appropriation of $500,000 
for carrying it through the present fiscal 
year. Thus the State account system is 
established at those two prisons in the 
manufacture of clothing and boots and 
shoes, employing 525 men, and is provided 
for until Sept. 30. 
Butthe hollowware andaxle contracts at - 
Auburn have expired, leaving 450 convicts 
in idleness, and the Superintendent has no 
means of setting them at work. If the 
Palmer bill had passed the piece price 
plan would have been tried with these 
men. The Superintendent reported on the 
26th of February that if they were to be 
worked for State account an appropria- 
tion of $270,000 would be necessary for 
the present fiscal year. No such appro- 
priation has been made, and the adoption 
of the piece price plan is now out of the 
question. For the employment of nearly 
1,000 convicts at Auburn and Clinton for 
the next fiscal year on State account an 
appropriation of $1,180,000 is necessary, 
and this must be made at the pres- 
ent session unless the prisoners are 
to be left idle after the 30th of Sep- 
tember, At Sing Sing the contracts have 
still from a year and a half to two years 
to run, and at Auburn there is still one 
small contract in force, employing 50 or 
60 in the manufacture of horse collars. 
At Sing Sing the stove contractors use 900 
men, the boot and shoe contractors 300, and 
the laundry company 130. When these 
contracts have .all expired the annual 
appropriation for running the prison 
labor system will have to be, according to 
Superintendent BakER, about $2,500,000, 
This does not include the initial outlay 
for ‘‘plant” and machinery. What will be 
required for this will depend on the 
industries introduced. It has been esti- 
mated as high as $5,000,000 for permanent 
investment in the several prisons, which, 
at 4 per cent., would be equivalent to an 
annual expenditure of $200,000. 

All this takes no account of income from 
the industries established. Frequent ref- 
erence is made to the decreased cost of 
maintaining the prisons since the change 
of system in 187%. ‘The change referred to 
is the change in administration from the 
board of elected Inspectors to a single 
Superintendent appointed by the Governor. 
When the change was made the Superin- 
tendent was authorized to employ convicts 
on State account or under contracts in his 
discretion. The first Superintendent, 
Mr. PiLsBuRy, adopted the contract 
system, and by efficient management 
the cost of maintenance has_ been 
reduced about one-half and_ the 
earnings increased until they more 
than cover the cost. For the last fiscal 
year the expenses were $890,501 22 and 
the earnings $401,159 19, showing a sur- 
plus of $10,657 97. At Sing Sing, where 
contracts continue for the present, the ex- 
penses were $176,071 12 and the earnings 
$239,285 34. This leaves as the annual 
cost of maintenance at Clinton and Au- 
burn, where contracts have disappeared 

with one insignificant exception, about 
$215,000. This will be considerably in- 
creased by the adoption of a system 
of labor requiring instruction, super- 
vision, and business management by 
men employed by the State. We have 
no doubt that former experience will 
be repeated, and that under this system 
there will be a considerable deficit instead 
of a surplus in the prison accounts. How 
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| large this will be must depend on the. 


success of the Superintendent with the 
difficult task imposed upon him. It will, 
of course, be very large unless funds are 
placed at his command for employing all 
the convicts. At best the experiment is 
likely to be costly, and it will almost 
certainly interfere with the economy and 
efficiency of management and the bene- 
ficial results in discipline and morale 
which have accrued from the present 
system. It is a mistake, but it must be 
accepted, and the best must be made of it: 
for the present. 








THE BILLIARD TOURNAMENT. 


The tournament which closed last night 
with the victory of SLosson was probably 
the most remarkable display of skill at 
billiards that has ever been made. The 
game answers perfectly its purpose of 
preventing the long and monotonous runs: 
which are secured by the skill in “ nurs- 
ing” of such players as SLOSsON and 
ScHAEFER. These two players came to- 
gether last night in a game which 
was no doubt played on both sides 
with the keenest anxiety to win, and 
which was won by SLosson’s magnificent 
play at the finish and by the complete: 
collapse of his antagonist, who after he 
was headed seemed quite unable to play. 
In the last eight innings, in which Sros- 
SON scored 297 points, his opponent was 
able to score only 29. For the first half 
of the game, however, the play was as 
nearly as possible equal and as nearly as 
possible perfect, and yet neither player 
was able to make a run of over 100. 

It is not likely that any tournaments or 
important matches will be made hence- 
forth in which unrestricted rail play is 
permitted, Three modes have been adopt- 
ed of restricting rail play—the ‘‘ cham- 
pion’s game,” the “ balk line game,” and 
**cushion carroms.” In the first of these 
a restricted rail play is permitted, at 
the centre of each cushion and for 
@ distance varying according to the 
length of the diagonal lines that cut off 
the corners. In the balk line game and 
in cushion carroms rail nursing is barred 
absolutely. Rail play is undoubtedly the 
last and finest attainment in delicacy of 
touch, the proof of this being that there 
are only three players in the world who 
are eminently proficient in it; and it is 
questionable whether it should be barred 
altogether, or only so reduced as to insure 
intervals of open table play. 

The comparative merits of the balk line 
game and cushion carroms are also open 
to dispute. If the tournament that has 
just finished had been at cushion carroms 
the probability is that the players would 
have stood much as they now do, though 
Dion, who is now last on the list, would 
have had a better chance for exhibiting 
his eminent skill in playing around the 
table. For the purposes of a_ public 
exhibition cushion carroms has one 
marked advantage. The _ spectators 
can always determine whether or 
not acushion is taken, but they cannot 
determine whether or not the balls are in 
balk, and the constant interposition of the 
scorer in the character of an expositor is 
not an agreeable incident of a match, 
Moreover, it has happened to several 
players in the tournament to lose their 
innings by reason of making a prohibited 
shot through inadvertence. The simpler 
and more readily apprehensible the points 
of the game, the better for purposes of exhi- 
bition. The cushion carrom tournament of 
1883 was eminently successful as an exhi-. 
bition of billiards, If the same players 
who have been engaged in the balk line 
tournament had played at cushion carroms 
it is likely that their tournament would 
have been of even greater interest than. 
that now concluded, while it would have 
given equal scope for every refinement of 
skill. 








TRE UTICA FISH LAW. 


It now appears that the author of the 
new trout law, whose absurd provisions. 
we pointed out the other day, was JOHN 
D. CoLuins, Secretary of the Utica Fish 
and Game Protection Association. Mr. 
CoLLINs publishes in the Utica Herald a 
statement, in which he says: ‘It is not 
true that the bill was framed, passed, or 
signed without consultation with the State 
Commissioners of Fisheries, On the con- 
trary, the bill was drawn and passed un- 
der their special supervision.” 

Let us see about this, There are five 
Commissioners, including Superintendent 
GREEN. Commissioner ROOSEVELT, whose 
name is first on the list, was not consulted, 
nor did he approve of the provisions 
of the bill to which we especially di- 
rected attention. Commissioner BLACK- 
FORD is an active member of the board, 
who takes a deep interest in its work. He 
was not consulted. He knew nothing about 
this bill that is said to have been prepared 
under the board’s supervision, Commis- 
sioner SHERMAN saw a draft of the bill in 
which the close season was not extended 
to May 1. That extension and the excep- 
tion relating to the counties of Queens and 
Suffolk were added after his examination 
of the measure. So we have accounted for 
a majority of the board. Two very prom- 
inent Commissioners had no knowledge 
whatever of the remarkable bill, and an- 
other’s inspection of it was made before 
it contained its most obnoxious and ab- 
surd provisions. 

The Legislature should not have acted 
upon any bill of this kind without first sub- 
mitting it to those officers of the State who 
are especially charged with the duty of 
protecting and improving the State’s fish- 
eries, This is only common sense. Per- 
sons who are interested in measures in- 
tended for the satisfaction of a few at the 
expense of the many, and containing pro- 
visions neither in harmony with the spirit 
of existing law nor in accordance with 
common sense, may very naturally prefer 
that their bills shall not undergo the 
scrutiny of the Commissioners; but the 
Legislature and the Governor should not 
aid their little schemes. 

Mr. Coutins endeavors to defend the 
act by saying that the season must be 
shortened in order to prevent the disap- 
pearance of trout, and by reminding the 
people of the State that ‘‘ trout in this 
section [about Utica] are not good until 
after May 1." The great markets for 
trout are in this city and Brooklyn. It is 
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‘these markets the natural wild trout 
caught in this State have entire- 
ly disappeared. The expenditure by 
the commission of . more than  three- 
fourths of the annual appropriation in 
the artificial propagation of brook 
trout for the last sixteen years has 
failed to increase the supply as an article 
of food for the people, These great mar- 
kets are supplied in the month of April, 
not with wild trout from the waters of 
the interior of the State, but with trout 
raised in the preserves of Long Island, 
Rhode Island, and Massachusetts, and 
with wild trout from Canada, where the 
open season begins on Jan, 1. 

Because trout in and about Utica are 
“not good until after May 1” Mr. Cor- 
Lins and his friends of the local associa- 
tion procure the enactment of a law for- 
bidding any one to sell or hold or eat trout 
in New-York and Brooklyn, the greatest 
markets on the continent, and at the 
same time allowing trout to be caught 
and eaten in the neighboring counties 
of Queens and Suffolk, from which 
those markets take the greater part 
of their supply! That is, trout must 
be protected in New-York and Brooklyn, 
where there are no trout streams, but can 
be freely taken from the preserves and 
eaten on Long Island where there are no 
markets. But trout are not good in the 
vicinity of Utica until May 1, and on that 
account the people of this city must deny 
themselves the pleasure of eating this fine 
fish during the month when its flesh is 
most enjoyable, 











AUDACIOUS SURGERY. 


The operation of taking a muscle from 
a dog’s leg and placing it ina gixl’s arm 
was lately successfully performed. It isa 
rare operation, and naturally it attracted 
a great deal of attention. The assertion 
that no such operation had ever pre- 
viously been performed is, however, a mis- 
take, as can be easily ascertained by ref- 
erence to the third volume of ‘“ Braid- 
wood’s Surgical Cases,” page 271. 

BRAIDWOOD reports that in the year 
1847 a young woman employed in a cor- 
set factory had the misfortune to stumble 
against a machine for splitting whalebones, . 
and before she could recover herself her 
nose was completely removed from her 
face. This misfortune threatened the girl 
with the loss of her beauty, and she was 
so much annoyed by it that she regretted 
that the machine had not killed her, 

Soon after the accident Dr. 
SONS, a surgeon of much local ce 
lebrity, whose son is still a prac- 
ticing physician in the village, asked 
the girl’s permission to restore her nose, 
promising that he would make no charge 
for his services, and remarking that even 
if his proposed treatment should be a fail- 
ure she could not well be made less attract- 
ive than she was. The girl, whose name is 
for obvious reasons suppressed, gladly ac- 
cepted the doctor’s proposal, and at the 
appointed hour took her place on the 
operating table, The doctor had conceived 
the idea of supplying the place of the lost 
nose with astrip of muscle to betaken from 
the tail of his large mastiff dog. Heselected 
the tail muscle because his dog was 
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a valuable one and he did not want to [om coLoMBIAN TROOPS OCCUPY THE Orr} 


deprive the animal of any of its really 
valuable muscles. Both the girl and the 
dog were placed under the infiuence of 
ether—the use of which as an anesthetic 
had just been discovered—and the tail 
muscle having been carefully cut out 
was applied to the girl’s face, the latter 
having been deprived of its epidermis in 
the locality to which the muscle was ap- 
plied. Great care was taken to bend the 
muscle into the shape of a large Roman 
nose, and as the muscle-and the face 
united by first intention and healed rapid- 
ly the girl found herself at the end of a 
month with a rather large but really 
handsome nose, 

So far the operation was a complete 
success, but before very long the girl be- 
came dissatisfied. The nose, owing to 
its early caudal associations, had a habit 
of wagging whenever the girl was pleased 
or interested in anything. This motion 
on the part of the nose was purely in- 
voluntary and entirely beyond the girl’s 
control. Whenever she heard the doc- 
tor’s voice the nose wagged violently, and 
whenever a young man said anything 
to her which pleased her the nose at 
once betrayed the fact that she was 
pleased. The girl was blessed with a good 
appetite, and when she sat down to din- 
ner her nose began to wag, aud never 
ceased wagging until dinner was over. 
As was 'inevitable, so remarkable a nose 
attracted a good deal of attention, and 
some unfavorable criticism. The fellow- 
boarders of the girl informed their land- 
lady that either they or the girl must 
leave, as they could not eat in comfort 
with a large nose constantly wagging in 
their presence. No young man dared to 
make love to the owner of the unfortu- 
nate nose, knowing that in case her 
affections should be enlisted her 
nose would wag perpetually, and a 
stranger who on one occasion filled the 
pulpit of the Twenty-sixth Congregational 
Society paused in his sermon and re- 
marked that the young lady who was ex- 
pressing her hatred of religion with her 
nose would be sure of a very uncomfort- 
able place hereafter, the fact being that 
the girl in question was so much interested 
in the sermon thet she could not keep her 
nose still, Finally the unhappy girl went 
to the doctor and begged him to ampu- 
tate her nose and to restore her face to its 
previous level state. The doctor yielded 
to her entreaties and was so disgusted at 
the practical failure of his brilliant opera- 
tion that he never afterward mentioned it, 


We thus see that the operation per- 
formed the other day was not a new one, 
It will, however, be thought more suc- 
cessful than was the original operation, 
since the transplanted muscle was taken 
from a dog’s leg and not from his tail. It 
was certainly a most interesting opera- 
tion, but it was surpassed in difficulty 
and importance by Dr. SCHWARTZ’s cele- 
brated transference of a dog’s liver to the 
body of a human patient. As will be re- 
membered, the latter lived for many 
years, and, with the exception of betray- 
ing a tendency to swallow bones, he gave 
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obtained. a lodgment in him in company 
with the canine liver. 
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Now that most people are expecting a 
formal declaration of war, it is well enough to 
recall that modern wars are often begun with- 
out formality. Tnus France concluded a treaty 
of peace with China about Anam, but never de- 
clared war. So, too, in 1877 much desultory 
fighting preceded the Czar’s manifesto to his 
army. And at the present moment, even if 
Russia and England are not de facto at war, Rus- 
sia and Afghanistan might fairly enough be 
called so. At least the seizure of cities by a hos- 
tile army is not consistent with peace, and there 
is no middle state between peace and war. This 
making war without notice to the enemy is a 
modern incivility. The Roman custom was 
to send the pater-patratus to demand satisfac- 
tion. If no response were made in 33 days the 
herald called the gods to witness the injustice, 
and, finally, after the Seuate resolved on war, 
another herald was sent to the frontier to make 
the final declaration. Only those conscious of 
the equity of their cause could make war in this 
fashion. In Lord BAcon’s language war is one 
of the highest trials of right, for, as Princes and 
States acknowledge no superior upon earth, 
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by an appeal to arms. There are obvious 
reasons why this is an embarrassing theory 
of war for a nation bent upon conquest. But 
our own precedents, as well as the European, 
would sustain Russia in making war without 
consulting either the gods or her neighbors 
about it, and without publishing her intentions. 
Thus, in 1812, war began immediately upon reso- 
lution by Congress and without communication 
of the fact either to England or to neutral 
States. Sentimentalists must regret the decay 
of the old chivalrous custom. But nowadays 
“all is fair in love and war,” and a stolen march 
or a surprised fortress have solid advantages, 
however fine the sentiment they may be com- 
pared with, 





MR, KUSTIS’S PROCLAMATION. 


THE DISAPPOINTMENT OF THE RING DEMO=-: 
ORATS IN LOUISIANA, 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—The proclama- 
tion of Mr. Eustis, Senator from Louisiana, is 
laughed at here as simply an exhibition of dis- 
appointment on the part of one of the “ring” 
Democrats of one State. While here, and up to 
the time President Cleveland appointed Mr. 
Fearn, of Louisiana, to a diplomatic position 
Mr. Eustis spoke very respectfully of the 
Administration, and asserted that Mr.'Fearn bad 
been recommended by him, The Star to-night 
says that Mr. Eustis’s outburst “is the out- 
growth of the failure of himself and the Demo- 
cratic faction he represents to control the Fed- 
eral patronage of Louisiana. Senator Eustis is 


identified with what is called by its opponents 
the ‘ring Democracy’ of Louisiana. This fac- 
tion is dominated by the State officers, and 
for a long time it had almost absolute polit- 
ical sway in Louisiana. Within the last few 
years a pretty strong Democratio opposition to 
the ruling element has grown up, including 
some of the most prominent Democrats of the 
State. Soon after the inauguration of President 
Cleveland the Federal patronage of the State 
was claimed for the dominant faction, but this 
claim was not undisputed. The ‘ bosses” par- 
ticularly wanted to control the Custom House 
and its patronage. By those who were not 
of the machine faction ex-Senator Jonas 
was recommended for Collector of the Port 
as a man of high character, admitted 
ability, and who would conduct the office upon 
a higher plane than mere partisan necessity 
might diotate. Senator Eustis and his colaborers 
particularly objected to Mr. Jonas, but the latter 
was heartily indoreed by nearly all the leading 
business men of New-Orleans, by Senator Gib- 
son and other party leaders. Finally, when it 
was quife well known that the appointment of 
ex-Senator Jonas had been determined upon, 
Senator Eustis went home. The ruling faction 
seemed to regard the control of Federal patron- 
age in the Stute as necessary to their continued 
ascendency, as the opposition has been steadily 
incrensing.” 

It is also related that Mr. Eustis is much dis- 
tressed because the Legislature to be elected 
next year will choose two Senators, and that, 
having run over Jonasin the recent election by 
only one vote, he does not feel secure abvut 
becoming his own successor. It is asserted that 
he stands alone in the delegation from Louisiana, 
and that all the other members represent the 
reform Democracy of the State. 





PEACE AT’ PANAMA, 


AND AIZPURU RETIRES. 

Panama, April 30, via Galveston.—Aiz- 
puru has surrendered, according to yesterday’s 
arrangement, and given up his arms, and the 
Government troops occupy the city to-day. All 
is quiet, and business is everywhere resumed. 
This ends the revolution so far as present opera- 
tions on the isthmus are concerned. 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—Dispatches have 
been received at the State and Navy Depart- 
ments from Panama confirming the Panama 
press dispatches published this morning. They 
are from the naval and consular authorities 
and fromthe cable company’s representative. 
Aizpuru has given up his arms,and the Govy- 
ernment troops have taken peaceable possession 
of Panama. Business is everywhere resumed, 
and the difficulties are believed to be at an end. 

In an interview this morning Secretary Whit- 
ney explains the delicate position in which Ad- 
miral Jouett was placed. He says: ‘* The 
trouble at Panama is practically ended. I think 
Admiral Jouett and his associates in the expedi- 
tion have acted with great judgment and discre- 
tion. Yesterday morning the were in a 
troublesome position. The two forces prepared 
to fight it out in the city of Panama. Admiral 
Jouett’s position has been, under his instructions, 
that to settle their disputes in thatcity would re- 
sult in the embarrassment of the isthmus transit, 
and be in violation of the treaty obligations, 
and therefore it should not be done. This posi- 
tion has resulted in forcing a settlement of their 
difficulties and tbe preservation of property. 
The insurgents, if obliged to fight outside the 
city, unprotected by buildings and barricades, 
could not under any circumstances succeed. 
They have, therefore, surrendered without 
fighting. I think the conciliatcry manner of 
our people, coupled with their preparation for 
a determined oupseans when anything was 
done which looked like peril to the in- 
terests they were there to protect, must have 
inspired a very desirable feeling of respect. At 
the same time it has avoided that feeling of hos- 
tility likely to arise from the presenceof a su- 
perior force from without, and which would 
tend to occasion permanent irritation and un- 
friendliness. I think the expedition will result, 
ultimately, in benefiting our commercial rela- 
tions down there. It bas shown that we were 
ready to act effectively and decisively, and at 
the same time in a moderate and proper spirit, 
protecting our interests and rights and not in- 
fringing upon theirs.” 


MR. KEILEY’S NEW POST. 





GIVEN THE APPOINTMENT OF MINISTER TO 
AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 
WasuHiInctTon, April 80.—The President 
to-day appointed Anthony M. Keiley, of Rich- 
mond, Va., to be Envoy Extraordinary and Min- 
ister Plenipotentiary of the United States to 
Austria-Hungary. 


An intimate friend of Mr. Keiley said yester- 
day: “‘{Lhave ky own fora long time that Mr. 
Keiley would not go to Italy. Assoon as it be- 


came rumored that his utterances of years ago 
would make him obnoxious to the Italian Gov- 
ernment he went to Washington and saw Pres- 
ident Cleveland and Secretary Bayard. He told 
them that he did not wish to embarrass them or 
the Government, and that he would place 
his resignation in their hands. Both of 
them were of the opinion that the outcry 
against Mr. Keiley would soon be stilled 
and that the Italian Government would 
make no objection to him at all. Secre- 
tary Bayard told him that if he should 
not go to Rome another mission would be pro- 
vided for him. To ascertain the mood of the 
Italian Government respecting the matter Sec- 
retary Bayard communicated with Baron Favar, 
who, in turn, communicated with Rome, and re- 
ceived information to the effect that Mr. Keiley 
would be received if sent as Minister. But the 
intimation of the dispatch was that his recep- 
tion would not be cordial. After some 
thought Mr. Keiley’s proffered resignation 
was accepted. He was then offered 
either the Spanish or Austrian mission. 
Being a musician, playing the violin, flute, and 
piano, I suggested that he would find more to 
satisfy his craving for musical society in Vienna 
than in Spain, and 1 pointed out thut as he isa 
lover of chess he would find much to interest 
him in the chess congresses that are held in 
Vienna. He finally chose the Austrian mission, 
and I have just received a dispatch from him 
telling me that he has been appointed to it. It 
seems to me that Mr. Keiley deserves much 
credit for the manner in which be has acted 
throughout the matter, for he has refrained 
trom talking to reporters and from rushing into 
print to correct willfully garbled quotations 
of his recent speech.”

“THE CREDITORS TO MEET TO-DAY TO. LOOK’ 


AFTER THEIR INTERESTS, 

The lines of the Lyceum Theatre do not 
appear to have been cast in pleasant places, and 
the creditors of the house are now engaged in 
looking upon it with rather anxious eyes. The 
house was built by a company of stockholders, 
of which Mr. Brent Good is the President. Mr.

day evening Mr. Good strolled leisurely down to 
the Lyceum Theatre and contemplated with 
much satisfaction the conglomerate style of 
decoration into which a goodly portion of hia 
capital had been absorbed. While he was thus 
engaged information reached him that the safety 
of these decorations bad been jeopardized by 
Mr. Louis C. Tiffany, the gentleman who con- 
structed them. Mr. Good was grievously 
shocked at this evidence of moral obliquity on 
the part of Mr. Tiffany, and forthwith took 
action to protect himself and the other credit- 
ors of the house. Hesent out notices to all the 
creditors requesting them to meet at the Astor 
House at 11 o’clock to-morrow to take measures 
to secure the payment of the sums remaining 
due to them from the American Theatre Build- 
ing and Managing Company, proprietors of the 

ceum Theatre. 

he circumstances which ted to'this action 
were not unusual in the course of human events, 
Whenthe Lyceum Theatre scheme was con- 
cocted, it was arranged that the persons who 
became creditors of the concern were to be paid 
outof the receipts of the house as fast as the 
money came in.

The public, however, has not responded to the 
invitation to come and see with as much alacrity 
as was expected, and hence the payment of the 
debts has not gone forward with any remarka- 
blespeed.

DEPRIVED OF CHEAP GAS 


WEW-YORK LEFT AT THE MERCY 
OF THE MONOPOLY. 
APPARENTLY UNDER LOBBY INFLUENCE 
THE ASSEMBLY DEFEATS THE CON- 

SUMERS’ GAS BILL. 

Axpany, April 30.—The Gas bill was 
killed by the Assemdly to-day. The opposition 
to it was thoroughly organized and well bandlea 
pn the floor by John Raines, of Ontario. The 
quibblers of the law found fault with it, and de- 
plared it was unconstitutional. Men who never 
read the Constitution in the whole course of 
their lives took up the refrain, and with apish 
wisdom criticised a measure which has stood the 
tests applied by some of the ablest constitution- 
sl lawyers in New-York City. There were so 
muny suspicious features about this opposition 
that only one conclusion can be reached as to 
the means emploved to defeat the Dill. 
The opposition has all been organized 
within three days, and that of itself is a 
circumstance more than remarkable. Since 
Monday night the air has been filled with rumors 
of bribery and corruption. The members of the 
lobby have been unusually active in that brief 
period, and certain members and employes of the 
House have clustered around the lobby’s head- 
quarters in the hotels like flies arounda putrid 
carcase. The prices which were alleged to have 
been offered for votes were even quoted. 
One man who professed to be in a posi- 
tion to know what was going on went s0 
far as to declare that the lobby was willing to 
give $2,000 a piece for the votes of New-York 
and Brooklyn members and $1,000 for the votes 
of country members. Tontine insurance paled 
into insignificance beside the glittering prospects 
revealed in the Gas bill. If the gas companies 
of New-York have permitted themselves to be 


bled this year they must expec: to have the op- 
eration repeated in yearsto come, and it may 
in the end become a question whether 
it would not have been cheaper to have 
ielded to the gas consumers than to 
ave been obliged to settle with successive 

Legislatures. A famous railroad attorney who 

had fought off the project of a Railroad Com- 

mission for many years at last announced that 
it was far cheaper to yield to the public demand 
for fair treatment. The New-York members 
who have seen fit to vote in direct violation of 
the wishes of their constituents have committed 

olitical suicide. Their disappearance from pub- 
ic life will bardly be regretted. They must have 
had some very strong incentives for their actions. 

The bill was reached shortly before 12 o’clock. 
No opposition was offered to Mr. Howe's motion 
to suspend one of the rules so that the Dill 
could at once be disposed of. Mr. Howe moved 
a call of the House. The floor was immediately 
cleared of ali visitors, and the spectators were 
shut out of the galleries. Mr. Raines regretted 
thatany imputationssuch as were implied in these 
preliminary proceedings should be cast upon 
the House. The members were now by them- 
selves, and the Speaker ordered Clerk Chicker- 
ing to call the roll, and ascertain the absentees. 
One hundred and fourteen members answered 
to their names. The absentees were 14 in num- 
ber. Eight of them had already been excused, 
sickness being the pretext in almost every case, 
So far as Messrs. Tumilty of Rochester, Sheehan 

-of Erie, O’Hara of New-York, and H. K. Clark 
of Tompkins were concerned the excuse may 
be considered as eng soy | valid, for they had 
all been absent from the House for some days. 
. Mr. Priddy, of Cayuga, was called away by the 
death of a relative,and Mr. H. C. Howe, of Os- 
wego, was absent on a business. Mr. 

Roesch, of New-York, discovered this morning 

that his system was out of order, while Mr. 

Earle, of Kings, has not turned up in the House 

since he was 60 conspicuous in his attack 

upon the Gas bill earlier in the week, 

e six members who were absent with- 
put leave were Mr. Brennan, Mr. MoGoldrick, 
and Mr. Rockefeller, of New-York; Mr. McCann 
and Mr. Wafer, of Brooklyn, and Mr. Lowing, 

.of Wroming. After this account of member- 
ship had been taken the call of the House was 
suspended, with the agreement that Mr. Howe 
should be at liberty to again insist upon its en- 
forcement after the roll had been called upon 
the final passage of the Dill. The doors were 
not thrown open to outsiders, however, but four 
pf the absentees—Messrs. Brennan, McCann, 

McGoldrick, and Lowing—managed to slip in 

and resume their seats. 

Gen. Barnum now came down the aisle to 
offer the amendments to the bill which had 
been agreed upon by the gas consumers. The 
were nine in number, and were mostly verbal, 
their effect being to make more clear the mean- 
ing of the phraseology of the bill. 

At this moment Mr. Haskell, of Madison, 
emerged from obscurity with an amendment 
which was intended to make the gas-lighting 
commission two headed, one of the Commission- 
ers to be a Republican and the other a Demo- 
crat. His argumentin favor of this course was 
very much mixed and without any special 

/point. Not even the opposition to the 

; Dill considered it seriously, while Com- 
mander Raines turned up _ his nose at 
interference from this quarter. The commander 
boldly announced to the House that he proposed 
that this bill, if it passed at all, should pass just 
as the Senate had indorsed it. ; 

The triends of the biil succeeded in securing 
the adoption of the Barnum amendments. The 
absence of any pronounced opposition is ex- 
plained by the fact that there was a very general 
understanding that the bill was bound tobe 
killed, and it made no difference in what shape it 
met its fate. 

The commander's lieutenants now began to 
strike at the bill in a feeble sort of way, their 
leader looking approvingly on. Mr. Carlisle, of 
Orange, wanted to strike out section 4, which 
reduces the dividends of the gas companies, andin 
his judgment works a great hardship upon these 
struggling corporations. Lieut. Greene attacked 
section 10, which places ceriain restrictions upon 
the laying of gas mains in the city 
of New-York. Just as Mr. Greene espoused 
the cause of the widow and the orphan 
that were being oppressed by tontine insurance, 
£0 did he take up the cudgels for the widow and 
the orphan who hold stock in the gas companies. 
The widows and the orphans of this State ought 
by this time to realize that Mr. Greene professes 
to be jealously watchful of their interests. Mr. 
Oliver, whose heart was with the gas companies, 
but whose voice and vote were with the people 
on this momeptous occasion, took up the widow 
and the orphan refrain, and begged the friends 
of the bill to strike out certain sections. 

Then the commander himself blew a bugle 
blastand invited his cavalrymen to attend to 
what he might say. “At the eleventh hour,” 
paid he, “it has been discovered that this biil 
contains many defects.” He wanted to know 
who knew what there was in the bill, and he 
hinted mysteriously at schemes which it con- 
tained. Then he announced that it was not in 
the interest of the gas consumers, and that no 
good could possibly come out of it. 

None of the amendments urged by Lieuts. 
Carlisle and Greene were made. 

Commander Raines very considerately asked 
if the friends of the bill had anything more to 
pay. lf not he would movethe previous ques- 
tion. It wasasif a prisoner at the bar had n 
asked why sentence of death should not be 
passed upon him, and it prepared the friends of 
the bill for final defeat. 

Walter Howe spiritediy replied that be had a 
few things more tosay,and he then answered 
the objections raised by the opposition. 

This concluded the general discussion, the pre- 
‘vious question was ordered, andjthe voting now 
began. Many of the members found it ve 
necessary to explain ai they voted againt this 

ust measure. The rural members were particu- 

ly desirous of telling why they were so anx- 
ious to defeat what did not ect them and 

‘what they were informed all the citizens of 

New-York demanded. Mr. Carlisle, who is not 

a lawer, believed that sections 4 and 10 were un- 

constitutional, and that the bad points in the 

bill overbalanced its good points. Mr. CG D. 

er, who is a lawyer in Steuben, declared that 
he should violate his solemn pledge to sustain 
the Constitution did he vote for a bill contain- 
ing so many objectionable features. Mr. Greene’s 
objections, he said, were unanswerable. They 
were his objections, he said, and no thoughtful or 
judicious gislature could place such a law 
upon the statute books. Mr. Connelly, who is 

a young Jawyer in Kings County, made the dis- 

covery that the bill does not remedy the evils 

complained of: that it does create a monopoly: 
that it violates the soundest principles of legis- 
lation: that it is loaded down with imper- 
fections; that it is undemocratic, dangerous, 
and unjust, and would be inoperative if passed. 
Mr. Greene again returned to the widow and 
the orphan, and talked about the injury 
which the bill would inflict upon the innocent 
holder of gas stock. It was naturally to be sup- 
that Mr. Hooley, who is the t labor 
reformer of this Legislature, would be heartily 
in favor of a bill which would bring so much re- 
lef to the poor of a great city, but Mr. Hooley 
forgot the poor,and deciared that he took no 
stock in the bill or in its promoters, and said 
that it was only intended to give certain 
persons a job, and asserted that its provisions 
could not be carried out. Mr. Myers, of Brook- 
lyn, was very glad that his friends, Mr. Baker 
and Mr. Greene, had pointed out the imperfec- 
tions in the bill. He now felt justified in votin 
pageainst it. Mr. McClelland, of Westchester, sai 
that a little bit of a man with giasses had come 
around, and tried to compel him to support 
the bill, but he was not to be moved by 
intimidations. He had been opposed to 
the bill from the time of its introduction, and 
he proposed to remain consistent. 

Mr. agle, of Brooklyn, volunteered the in- 
formation that the Governor was sure to veto 
the bill even if it passed. 

Mr. Williams,’ the long-haired member from 
Chautauqua, in a mournful voice declared he 
bad purposely refrained hitherto from taking 

ny part either in progressing or imped- 
~ the bill. He was now fpatisficd, 
after hearing all the arguments, that the points 
raised by the opponents of the bill had not been 
met. Mr. Williams practices pbysic back on the 
hills of Chautauqua, but he professed to know 
all about the constitutional status of this bill. 
There was no reason why. in his judgment, an 
unconstitutional bill should be even if 
the people of New-York do want to save 25 
tents a thousand feet on their gas bills. 

The name of Mr. McCann, of Brooklyn, was 

led several times, but he did not respond. He 
as not in his seat,and the whole House won- 
red where he was. Presently he appea 

waiked across the well, up the side aisle, an 





produced a bulky roll of manuscript from his 
pocket. From this he read the state- 
ment that the bill reminded him of a sou 

known as “olla podrida.” He had analyzed this 
soup and had found a little of everything in it, 
but nothing which, in his%judement as a law- 
giver, would confer the great advantages which 
were claimed for the bill. He was afraid that a 
gas-lighting commission appointed by such irre- 
sponsible bodies as proposed by the bill would 
become a permanent strike on the gas com- 


panies, 

The friends of the bill met the arguments of 
these speakers when it came their turn to ex- 
plain their votes. Mr. Cantor, of New-York, 
showed that section 10 does not confer a 
monopoly of laying gas mains upon existing 
companies, for itexpressly provides that upon 
the recemmendation of the Gas Light- 
ng Commussioners and the consent of the 
Legislature new companies may open up 
the streets and lay their mains. Mr. 
Church, of Queens, argued that the gas 
companies had become too aggressive and their 
parses needed to be regulated. Mr. Ely, of 

tsego, said that the vested rights of these cor- 
porations had given rise to vested wrongs. For 
years the gas consnmers of New-York had been 
choked and ground down by the gas companies. 
and that it would be only retributive justice it 
the iron hand which they had placed at 
the throats of consumers should be ap- 

lied to them. The passage of the 

ill would confer many benefits 
upon the poor people, and would go a long way 
toward removing the charges of inefficiency 
that were made against this Legislature. Mr. 
Hubbell, of Monroe, said that the objections 
raised by the members of the opposition were 
merely excuses invented as a justification for 
the course they proposed to take against a 
very just measure. The same _ gentleman 
bad voted for bills more objectionable 
than this, and had never been troubled 
about their constitutionality. Mr. Burnham. 
of Wayne, was willing that future legislators 
should remedy the defects in the bill, if any 
were found after the law had gone into opera- 
tion. Mr. Ives, of New-York, paid the billa 
left-handed compliment, but admitted that his 
constituents would not forgive him if he voted 
against it. Mr. Livingston, of Putnam, and Gen. 
Heath, of Brooklyn, admitted that the bill might 
contain defects, but they felt bound to recog- 
nise the strong public sentiment that was behind 
it. Mr. O’Neij, of Franklin, said that it was not 
to be expected that a hundred men having one 
object in view could all be brought to agree 
upon the detuils. The question really was, 
ought the State to interfere and regulate the 
price of gas. If gas could be procuredin the 
open market the same as many neces- 
saries of life, he should say that the 
State ought not to interfere. Competi- 
tion, however, had _ failed to regulate 
the price and quality of gas, and he was forced 
to believe that the State should assert its au- 
thority. The State gave these companies their 
ebarters and the State had the power and the 
right to regulate their methods. Mr. Reilly and 
Mr. Roche, of New-York, and Mr. Tappan, of 
Syracuse, also spoke in favor of the bill. Gen. 
Curtis gravely shook his head and said that this 
indeed promised to be a memorable day in the 
history of this Legislature. 

While the vote was being taken and these ex- 
planations were being made the House sat in 
“techy quietness. It became evident long be- 

ore the roll call was concluded that the bill was 
beaten. Those who assumed to possess the se- 
crets of the lobby had asserted that it would 
not receive 43 wotes. The profound interest 
manifested by some of the members and em- 
ployes of the House attracted eneral 
attention. For instance, there was the Ser- 
geat-at-Arms, Mr. Talbot, who sat ona rear 
seat. figuring industriously over his tally sheet. 
Nowand then hesummoneda boy, communi- 
cated to him some message, and the latter disap- 
peared beyond the closed doors. Outside the 
chamber was a large gathering of members of 
the lobby. Mr. Talbot appeared to extract a 
great deal of enjoyment from the information 
which he wasthus able to impart. The vote as 
announced stood as follows: Republicans in 
roman, Democrats in italics:

TRE SUPPLY BILL. 
DISCUSSED AND AMENDED BY THE SENATE 
YESTERDAY. 


AxBany, April 30.—The Senate, on as- 
sembling to-day, began the consideration of the 
Supply bili. An animated discussion arose over 
the proposed appropriation of $10,000 to the 
State Board of Health for the administration 
of the laws against the adulteration of 
food, drugs, and oil. Mr. Daggett wanted the 
amount cut down to $5,000. He said that the 
State Board had not enforced the laws for sev- 
eral years, and that nobody had suffered in con- 
sequence. Mr. Lansing took the ground that 
the Board of Health was bound under the statute 
to enforce the adulteration laws, and an ample 
appropriation should be made to enable the board 
to do its work properly. Mr. Fassett and Mr. 
Low argued in favor of the appropriation as 
proposed, and it wasagreed to. Mr. Baker en- 
deavored to have the Assembly item of $20,000 
for a new hospital at the Rochester House of 
Refuge restored, but he was unsuccessful. At 
the suggestion of Mr. Low the appropnation for 
the Middietown Homeopathic Asylum was in- 
creased from $12,500 to $25,000 on the ground 
that that institution is the only homeopathic 
asylum in the country, and is overcrowded with 

patients. 

Mr. Elisworth moved to increase the appro- 

iation forthe Geneseo Normal School from 
$12,500 to $25,000. 

Mr. Lansing said that last year, when the Sup- 
ply bill was ,000, he was constantly badgered 
by Senator E.lsworth and others. This year the 
Supply bill amounted to $1,000,000, and there was 
asteady pressure to swell it still larger. His 
_~ poe pd now ceased, and it must 
res with those who. in a childish 
way, were increasing the taxes of the 
State. Mr. Cogwresball oppened Mr. Ellsworth’s 
motion, and it was jost. President McCarthy 
moved to appropriate $2,500 for the {Onondaga 
Indian reservation, and his motion was carried, 
although Mr. Esty remarked that the Indians 
spent all their money for whisky in Syracuse, 
The Supply bill was ordered to a third reading. 
EThe Senate Cities Committee have favorably 
reported the bill reorganizing the Immigration 
Commission. 

The Senate to-day passed the bills increasing 
the salaries of clerks and peenegmeners in the 
New-York City courts, and requiring New-York 
police courts to be open on election day. 

The bill amending the act for the incorpora- 
tion of an association for improving the breed 
of horses—the Pool Selling bill—was made a 
special order for Monday evening in the Assem- 


bly. 

Benator Plunkitt’s bill establishing the boun- 
dary lines of Riverside Park was passed in the 
Assembly, which body also ordered to a third 
reading the bill for supplying the cities of New- 
York and Brooklyn and the villages of the Hud- 
son Valley with pure water. The bill creating a 
Board of Factory Commissioners was lost—4¥ to 
40, and a motion to reconsider was tabled. 

The Board of Railroad Commissioners sent a 
communication to the Legislature calling atten- 
tion to two bills recommended by them, which

THE WATER METER SCHEME. 
ALBANY, April 30.—Gen. Barnum’s Cities 
Committee has, after grave deliberation, con- 
cluded to favorably report the Water Meter bill 
of Commissioner Squire.

WORKING ON HIS BOOK. 


GEN. GRANT MAKING PLANS FOR ANOTHER 


TERM OF LIFE. 

Gen. Grant has lost no time in resuming 
work on his book. Having mapped out on 
Wednesday what he wantei to do, he hada 
stenographer join him yesterday in the library 
and began to carry his narrative along through 
the Summer of 1864, at which period—covering 


the operations attending the crossing of the 
James—it was discontinued five or six weeks ago. 
Col. Grant and Gen. Badeau had put the Gen- 
eral’s memoranda and records in shape for ready 
reference over night. They refreshed bis mind 
during the progress of yesterday’s dictation. 
The General was so much interested in the work 
that he did not care to suspend it for the 
usual noon drive or afternoon walk, both of 
which were omitted only on that account. The 
service of his assistants enabled the General to 
get along with much less vocal strain than 
would otherwise have been possible. By even- 
ing, when the effort began to tax him, he guit 
work forthe day, having made material prog- 
ress. The time given by the General to actual 
aictation was about an hour, the restof the 
day being —— in the arrangement of data. 
He was in excellent condition yesterday for hig 
plans. Nearly nine hours of sleep had prepared 
him for it. e saia to Dr. Douglas yesterday 
morning that he felt he was steadily gaining. 
The doctor concurred in this opinion both in the 
house and after he came out. 

When asked it by “improvement” he wished 
to be understood that the cancer was better than 
it had been, the doctor said that the darting 
pains at the tongue’s base, which is the seat of 
the cancer, were less frequent and less severe 
than formerly. He was not prepared to cbharac- 
terize this as actual improvement in the disease, 
seeming at a loss, indeed, how to character- 
ize it, as he had _ heretofore oversistent- 
ly declared that malignant cancer, which 
he was sure was the General's trouble, 
could never be _ retrogressive. As if to 
rub it into the doctors, Col. Grant said last night, 
with the utmost confidence, thatthe General 
was then in every way better than since Decem- 
ber; that he would go on daily with work on his 
book until he had completed the Appomattox 
campaign, on which he was now entering, and 
that on July Lhe and the family would goto 
Mount McGregor for that month. 

Senator Chaffee svent the evening with the 
General until Dr. Douglas joined them. The 
General was in good spirits and anticipated a 
restful night. 

The General’s condition was so favorable on 
retiring that Dr. Douglas went home at 11 


o'clock. This is the first time for six weeks that 


the General has been left at night without medi- 
coal attendance,

THE ORATORIO SOCIETY. 

Yesterday evening’s performance of 
Verdi’s ‘*‘ Manzoni” mass by the Oratorio Society 
of New-York was as impressive as the public 
rehearsal of the work, referred to in tnese col- 
umns yesterday morning, was unsatisfactory. 
As on Wednesday, the soloists’ singing left little 
to be wished for, while the chorus—apparently 
increased to scmewhat unusual numerical 
strength—was in excellent form and acquitted 
itself capitally of its very importaut share of the 
night’s task. The orchestra, too, attacked its 
music witha spirit and a unanimity that were 
lacking on Wednesday; the rendering of the 
Requiem was, in truth, successful in an 
unexpected degree. The ‘Manzoni’ mass, 
which was first made known in the United States 
a few mouths after its production in Milan, 
about 10 years since, is the last composi- 
tion Verdi has given to the world. It 
followed “ Aida,’ an achievement in which 
there is no little evidence of the in- 
fluence of modern theories and practice upon 


the thitherto untrammeled musician who wrote 
20 operas, which, with all their imperfections, 
need no catalogue of leading motives or ab- 
struse disquisitions upon the hidden signifi- 
cance of specially discordant measures to delight 
and moye millions of auditors in every 
clime. The resemblance of the * Manzoni” mass 
to * Aida” is, in fact, most striking. S.me of 
the vocal progressions are identically alike, por- 
tions of the accompaniment might have been 
taken bodily from the score of the lyrio drama, 
and the composer's fashion of handling the 
orchestra shows in both productions traces of 
the same exemplars. Whoever is at all familiar 
with ** Afda” will readily understand that the 
music of the Requiem is not sacred in the strict 
sense of the word. The perfect simplicity 
and deep fervor of the masters of de- 
votional writing are missed from its 
measures; it is a work conceived in a most rev- 
erential spirit and carried out without making a 
single concession to the possible demand—in 
Southern Europe, at any rate—for what may 
be called “show music,” but its piety is rather 
sentimental than fervent and its power the 
offsprine of theatrical rather than emotional 
processes. Its dramatic portion is inferior in in- 
terest and effect, in our Judgment, to its pathetic 
measures. In the Dies Ire, vivid though 
it is, the composer’s methods are never 
lost sight of, while the melodious beauty 
of most of the prayerful numbers— 
most prominent among which may be 
cited the “ Recordare,” for soprano and 
mezzo soprano, the * Salve me,” and the lovely 
measures in the four-part offertory and in the 
Agnus Dei—compels attention and homage, 
and the never-failing impression of the oft- 
recurring appeal for repose and light 
eternal rises far above the plane of 
mere technical ingenuity. Last evening's 
rendering of Verdi’s latest and possibly 
final achievement was, as mentioned, most com- 
mendable. The sincerity of Fritiulein Brandt’s 
singing, the excellent quality and power of 
Miss Henson's voice, and Herr’ § Stau- 
digl’s broad, earnest, and finished deliy- 
ery were particularl conspicuous, Mr, 
Knorr, the new tenor, who comes, if we are not 
mistaken, from the West, renewed the favor- 
able impression _——— by a first hearing, al- 
though itis to be wished that his tones were 
rounder and freer from nasality. The chorus, 
which responded promptly to Mr. Damrosch’s 
baton, was very large, and the numerous sus- 
tained soft passages were as happily rendered in 
respect of quality of tone and precision as the 
fortes were given with unanimity and vigor. 
The orchestra was wellin band. It was indeed 
a performance that reflected oredit upon all 
concerned.

READING BONDHOLDERS AGREE.

THE TWO COMMITTEES ADOPT A NEW PLAN 


OF REORGANIZATION. 
PHILADELP, April 30.—There is to 
be no foreclosure of Reading. The Whelan 
and Barto 1 Committees, representing the 
bondholders, came together to-day in the 
offica of the Provident Life and Trust 
Company, and after a conference that 
lasted nearly three hours came to an agreement 
that is generally regarded as satisfactory to all 
the interests in the Reading system. There were 
present of the Whelan Committee Messrs. E. C. 
Whelan, A. J. Antello, John Wanamaker, 
Charles L. Borie, Samuel B. Shipley, Thomas 
McKean, and Wharton’ Barker, and of 
the Bartol Committee Messrs. H. W. Bar- 
tol, J. A. Wright, E. Dunbar Lockwood, 
and John C. Garrett. The absentees were 


Messrs. H. McK. Twombley, of New-York, who 
represents the Vanderbilt interest; C. B. Wright, 
and E. B. Comegys, of the Whelan Committee, 
and John Moffiy, President of the Man- 
ufacturs’ Bank, of the Bartol Committee. 
The session was private,and the members 
of the committee were — to secrecy. The 
report of the subcommittee appointed at a previ- 
ous conference was received and adopted, and 
some time was devoted to a discussion of the 
several modifications of the plan of financial re- 
organization that was proposed. What those 
modifications were will not be divulged until 
they have been acted upon by the Reading man- 


agers. 

After the discussion, which is represcnted to 
have been eminently harmonious, all the mem- 
bers of the committee who were present signed 
a communication embodying the views of the 
Joint committees and giving in detail the modifi- 
cations of the plan proposed, and this will 
be transmitted—probably to-morrow—to the 
Reading Board otf Managers. The next regular 
meeting of this body is on Wednesday next, but 
it is more than likely that a special meeting for 
the consideration of the propositions of the com- 
mittees will be called for Monday. 

John Wanamaker, who, with John A. Wright, 
has been vory active in the reorganization 
scheme, said: **I can only tell you that the com- 
mittees came to an agreement, and suggested 
certain modifications of the plan of reorganiza- 
tion. As soon as the signatures of the members 
who were absent from the meeting can be ob- 
tained these modifications will be submitted to 
the Board of Managers. Should they_consider 
them favorably and act upon them, I have no 
doubt that the plan of reorganization will prove 
successful.” $ 

Wharton Barker was equally non-communi- 
cative as to the modifications. When some of 
the street rumors were repeated to him he said: 
“Please excuse me now. I am pledged to se- 
crecy, but I feel so jubilant over this matter 
that if I talk any longer Iam afraid I might say 
something that I ought not to say.” 

‘The news that harmony bad beed restored in 
Reading affairs was received on Third-street just 
before the close of business, and addea strength 
to an already strong market.

THE '*“ TICKER” WAR RENEWED. 

Curcaao, April 30.—The war between the 
Chicago Board of Trade and the Western Union 
Telegraph Company broke out afresh this morn- 
ing. Six months ago the board excluded from 
the floor of the Exchange all reporters but the 
official ones of the board. The Western Union 
Company, however, procured an injunction to 
restrain the Committee on Quotations from re- 
fusing them quotations, and this injunction still 
holds. The board, on its part, expressed its will- 
ingness to allow the Western Union to have the 
quotations, provided it would cease giving 
them to bucket shops. The telegraph com- 
pany claimed that it was endeavoring to 
remove its “tickers” from these places as 
rapidly as possible, but was prevented in sev- 
eral instances by injunctions. Upon taking pos- 
session of the new hall this morning the man- 
agers of the Board of Trade declined to allow 
the Western Union to put in 1ts wires. Asa re- 
sult there is no “‘ticker’’ service at all to-day, 
and brokers’ offices in this city, the bucket 
shops, and the — Board of Trade alike have 
no quotations, he telegraph company appears 
to have been taken completely by surprise, as 
**tickers” had been placed in allthe new offices, 
and the warning only came after business had 
been entered upon. The outcome of the contro- 
versy cannot at present be forescen. 


Information was received at the Prod- 
uce Exchange soon after the opening of busi- 
ness yesterday morning that no quotations from 
the Chicago Board of Trade would be sent 
through the medium of the Gold and Stock Tel- 
ezraph Company. Some time ago the Chicago 
board Gemanded that the Gold and Stock Com- 
pany should cease to furnish news to the 

‘bucket shops.” Although not officially stated, 

it was understood in the Produce Exchange yes- 
terday that the Chicago board had determined 
to withhold its market quotations from the 
Gold and Stock Company because the latter 
company had not complied with the demand 
relative to * bucket shops.” 

The Chicago quotations were sent to the Prod- 
uce Exchange during the Gay over the wires of 
the Baltimore and Onio Telegraph Company. 
There was complaint that the service was slow 
and irregular, and some inconvenience was 
caused to the grain brokers. The call upon the 
Baltimore and Ohio Company by the Chicago 
Board of Trade was unexpected, and officers of 
the Baltimore and Ohio stated that they were 
also hampered in the performance of the service 
by the breaking of eight of their Chicago wires 
by an explosion at Kingston, N. Y.

COTTON BROKERS CHANGE THEIR: 


PLACE OF BUSINESS. 
A BIG CROWD AT THE FORMAL OPENING 
LISTEN TO* SPEECHES AND TO MUSIO 
BY GILMORE’S BAND. 

The handsome new building erected by 
the Cotton Exchange at Beaver and Williams 
streets ata cost of nearly $500,000 was formally 
opened yester@ay. About 400 cotton brokers, 
each with an open pod of cotton upon the lapel 
of his coat, marched from the old building into 
the new one. The new board room was lavishly 
fecorated with flags and flowers,and near the 
President’s desk was a cotton plant in full bloom 


inclosed in a glass case. 

A broad platform, fringed in front by tall 
ferns, grasses, and plants, heid the officers of 
the Exchange and invited guests. William 
Woodward, Jr., Chairman of the Committee of 


Arragements, presided. Occupying seats of 
honor were President &. Gruner, Assistant 
Bishop Potter, the Hon. Abram S. Hewitt, Mayer 
Grace, Mayor Seth Low, Postmaster Pearson, 
Commodore Chandler, L. J. N. Stark, Walter T. 
Miller, David M. Stone, A.C. Bechstein, Rufus 
L. Coie, President Dutilh, of the Phenix Bank; 
President O. D. Baldwin, of the Fourth N ational 
Bank; President F. H. ‘Parker, of the Produce 
Exchange Bank; Daniel Barnes, A. J. Macaulay, 
William V. King, E. R. Powers, and J. F. Wen- 
man. 

The floor and galleries were crowded. Gil- 
more’s band played the overture to * William 
Tell,” and Assistant Bishop Potter uttered a fer- 
vent prayer. The orchestra played ** The Lost 
Chord,” by Sullivan, after which Walter T. Mil- 
ler, Chairman of the Building Committee, for- 
mally presented the new building to the Ex- 
change. The members gave Mr. Miller three 
cheers and a “tiger.” President Siegfried 
Gruner, in accepting the new edifice, gave a 
brief review of the history of the Exchange and 
spoke cheerfully of the history of the cotton 
trade. He said the present system of dealing in 
futures had helped not only to equalize the 
standard of prices during a reasonable period of 
time, but had resulted in a much increased busi- 
ness at reduced risk. In closing Mr. Gruner 
gaid: ‘*We have lately not heard much of the 
oldsaying, ‘Cotton is king,’ and many may think 
he is deposed, but you and I will, I trust, live to 
experience afresh the truth of this term, and as 

articularly applicable to this country—the 

ome of cotton—surpassing ali other countries 
§n production and ability of competition.” 

Mr. Abram 8. Hewitt prefaced his address by 
remarking that New-York City was designed by 
mature to bea greatseat of commerce. He be- 
Jieved that New-York was foreordained to be- 
come the commercial centre of the world—the 
«clearing house of all nations. Mr. Hewitt al- 
luded to the criticism which issometimes made 
that business exchanges lead to gambling, and 

id there could be no permanent growth ina 

usiness organization with gambling for its 
foundation. The prosperity and high character 
of the great exchanges of New-York were 
clearly an indication that principles of honor 
and just’dealing had entered into their develop- 
ment. Exchanges were intended to simplify and 
remove obstructions; they existed because they 

heapened things and were beneficial to society. 
hey helped to regulate the use of capital and 
helped to adjust proper divisions of labor. 

Mayor Grace spoke of the great capacity of 
his country for producing cotton, and he 
hought the growth of the cotton industry 
Meant increased business and increased wealth 
for New-York. Gilmore’s Band elicited hearty 
applause by its performance—instrumenta! and 
‘vocal—of a lively descriptive fantaisie entitled 
‘The New Cotton Exchange.” 

Mayor Low said it was a matter for congratu- 
ae that, among the many changes wrought 


y time, the old delusion that **cotton is king” 
ad passed away. The developments of time 
ad proved that no product of the soil or of 
man’s ingenuity was king. Man himself was 
ng. Cotton now possessed no political sienif- 
cance whatever. It was, as it should be, but 
ne of the many industries of the country, and 
ince it had been cast from its throne the cotton 
dustry had increased in extent and impor- 
nce. 
A short address was delivered by James McGee, 
pf the Produce Exchange. Letters and tele- 
ams of recret were received from President 
leveland, Goy. Hill, Secretary Manning, the 
iverpool Cotton Kxchange, the New-Orleans 
National Exchange, the New-Orleans, Galves- 
ton, Charleston, St. Louis, Norfolk and Ports- 
ygmouth, Memphis, and Richmond Cotton Ex- 
rhanges. Before leaving the old board room the 
yoembers of the Excharge listened toa vale- 
dictory adaress by James F. Wenman.

(MEN WHO WANT MAYOR GRACE TO GIVE 
THEM OFFICES TO-DAY. 

Thirty business firms have joined in a 
petition tothe Mayor for the appointment of 
Joseph Kopetzky as Commissioner of Charities 
and Correction. Among the firms are Nathan 
Brothers, Lewis Young, M. Steinhardt, Jacob 
iKridels, and H. P. Williams, Ex-Alderman Mil- 
ler, of the Ninth District, a Republican, who 


tried to obtain from Franklin Edson-an appoint- 
ment as Dock Commissioner during the ciosing 
days of that person's administration as Mayor, 
when it was believed that Dock Commissioner 
Laimbeer would resign, is seeking the same of- 
fice from Mayor Grace.

THE WAR NEWS IN WALL-STREET. 
, Itis expected that the interest payments 
sn railroad and other securities which will begin 
‘to-day will aggregate about $11,000,000. There 
are in the neighborhood of $47,000,000 of securi- 
ties on which the interest due to-day will be de- 
faulted. The recent uncertainty regarding tine 
relations between England and Russia has puz- 
ed Wall-street operators greatly and has made 
he market dull and depressed. Stock Exchange 
brokers hope that the output of interest money 
day will enliven things somewhat. There has 
nm much figuring in Wall-street on the proba- 
le effect upon the American stock market of a 
uropean war. That subject is the absorbing 
one among stock operators. Henry Clews said 
‘yesterday: “The first effect of a declaration of 
War between England and Russia will be. to 
make a soda water rise in stocks at the New- 
‘York Stock Exchange, but in London and on the 
Continental Bourses it will be just the reverse:a 
vigorous break will take place in consols, 
rentes, and Russians, which will drag down 
American and other securities with them. 
‘Lower prices in London will naturally produce 
ier prices here in sympathy during the shock. 
fter American capitalists have bought up the 
st American stocks in the London market at 
‘panic prices a basis will then be established for a 
‘substantial advance on this side.” In this ex- 
ression of opinion many of the older Wali- 

treet men coincided. 


INTEREST ON THE CITY’S MONEY. 

The Mayor, Controller, and City Cham- 
Derlain, constituting the commission for desig- 
mating the depositories of the city’s money and 
fixing the rate of interest which the banks shall 
pay on such deposits, met yesterday in the 
Mayor's office to perform this duty. Hereto- 
fore the commission has been prohibited by law 
‘from accepting less than 24 per cent. interest 
on vity deposits. Anact of the present Legisla- 
ture, however, removes this restriction and sim- 

iy authorizes the commission to obtain the 
f rate of interest possible. City Chamber- 
jain Laidlaw is of the opinion that thecity ought 
mot to demand more than 1% per cent., while 
the Mayor and Controller favor 2 percent As 
many of the banks refuse to pay 2% per cent. 
on city deposits itis epee that 2 per cent. 
will be fixed upon. The Chamberlain will com- 
municate with the banks and ascertain which 
nes will pay that rate of interest. 








PROTECTION FROM ROCK BLASTING. 

The General Sessions Grand Jury made 
guother presentment to Judge Cowing yes- 
terday. It’ recommended that the law should 
beso amended that any person who desired to 


blast rock in the city should be compelled to 

ive a bond of $2,000 to provide for any injury 
io to person or property through blasting 
operations. It also recommended that ail blasts 
should be covered with six timbers of oak or 
hickory, not less than 4 inches thick, 10 incbes 
broad, and 10 feet long; that they be fastened 
with a chain, and covered with at least 500 
pounds of large stone. Judge Cowing said he 
considered the presentment made on Wednes- 
day referring to’ the increase of court room 
well timed. e saw no necessity for an addi- 
tional Judge. Foreman Oakley said in reply 
that the Grand Jury did not suggest any_more 
Judges, but another court room for the Judge 
who is now without one.

.4N ACTION WHICH RECALLS THE FAILURE 
OF GRANT & WARD. 

When Grant & Ward suspended Wall- 
street was flooded with rumors to the effect that. 
the Erie Railroad Company was badly hurt by 
the crash and that Bird W. Spencer, its Treas- 
urer, had been guilty of some improper acts in 
the management of its finances. President Jew- 
ett denied the rumors, but Treasurer Spencer 
s00n afterward left the company’s employment, 
He was then appointed Receiver of the Tona- 
wanda Valley and Cuba Railroad by Judge Don- 
ohue,.and President Jewett became surety on his 
bond. Asuit is now pending in the United 
States Circuit Court. the pleadings ‘in which re- 
veal the reason for the Wall-street rumors 
of a year ago and for the retirement of Mr. 
‘Spencer from the Erie Railroad Company. It is 
an action by Walter 8. Johnston, as Receiver of 
the Marine National Bank, against the New- 
York, Lake Erie and Western and Chicago and 
Atiautic Railway Companies on notes now in the 
plaintiff's possession which were made by the 
Chicago and Atlantic and indorsed by the Erie 
Company. The notes are 30 in number, repre- 
sent $405,000, and were made in February and 
March, 1884. They were drawn by the Chicago 
and Atlantic in favor of the Erie, to be paid at 
maturity in the office of Grant & Waad, over to 
which firm they appear to have been indorsed by 
the Ene. Through Grant & Ward they reached 
the Marine Bank. 

In its answer to the complaint of Receiver 
Johnston the Erie Company denies all liability 
on account of the notes and charges that its 
name was wrongfuliy used in their indorsement. 
Such indorsement, it says, was without con- 
sideration to it, and was made by Bird W. Spen- 
cer orsome other person, who was at the time 
one of its officers, for the accommodation 
of the Chicago and Atlantic Railway Company, 
and without authority from itor its Board of 
Directors. The Erie Company denies that it had 
a corporate right to indorse a note or notes for 
the accommodation of the Chicago and Atlantic, 
and it asserts that the fact was known to Grant 
& Ward and to the Marine Bank that the indors- 
ing of such notes was not within its ordinary or 
authorized business. 

Grant & Ward, the answer continues, were em- 
ployed by the Chicago and Atlantic to sell its 
second mortgage bonds, and an arrangement 
had been made whereby the railway company 
named received from its agents advances of 
money on the security of its bonds. This plan 
was changed so that Grant & Ward were to re- 
ceive stock or memorandum notes of the Chi- 
cago and Atlantic Company bearing the in- 
dorsement of.the Erie Company, and such 
notes were not to be considered by Grant 
& Ward as ordinary promissory notes, or 
in any sense as_ valid subsisting obliga- 
tions. Grant & Ward were to sell the 
bonds and to requite themseives out of their 
proceeds, and the notes were to be the mere 
evidence of the advances made by the firm to the 
Chicagoand Atlantic Company. Of all this, the 
Erie Compauy asserts, the Marine Bank had full 
knowledge before it received any of the notes. 
It is declared in the answer that Grant & Ward 
received from the sale of the Chicago and At- 
lantic bonds more than enough money to pay 
the amount of the notes, and by this fact the 
notes became paid and discharged. 

A charge that a fraud was committed upon it 
by the delivery of the notes by Grant & Ward to 
the Marine Bank, and that Bird W. Spencer, 
James D. Fish, and Grant & Ward acted in col- 
jusion to effect this fraud, is next made, and is 
based on the facts that Spencer was a Director 
of the bank, while Fish was a member of the 
firm as well as President of the bank. The suit 
has got no further than the joinder of issue. 
Develin & Miller appear as attorneys for Receiver 
Johnston, and J. Adriance Bush as attorney for 
the New-York, Lake Erie and Western Railroad 
Company. 








AN EARLY MORNING FIRE. 





RUNKEL BROTHERS’ CHOCOLATE FACTORY 
IN FLAMES. 

The chocolate factory of Runkel Broth- 
ers, Nos. 328 and 330 Seventh-avenue, was badly 
damaged by fire early ‘yesterday morning. ‘The 
origin of the fire is a mystery and there aresur- 
picions of incendiarism. The building is a four- 
story brick structure on the west side of 
Seventh-avenue, between Twenty-eighth and 
Twenty-ninth streets. It was on fire on the 
night of Sept..18, 1884,and was then badly dam- 
aged. The neighborhood is a very bad one 
and is infested with young thieves and corner 
loafers who give the police a great deal of 
trouble. Patrolman Lee, of the Twentieth 


Precinct, in passing the building discovered 
that the wooden shutters on the office 
window on the ground floor had _ been 
pulled open. He summoned Officer Mc- 
Ginley to his aid, and the two officers by the 
light of burning matches searched such portions 
of the butiding as were accessible, but found no 
traces of burglars. The window shutter was 
nailed up by the officers and left properly se- 
cured. 

Shortly after 6 o'clock yesterday morning 
when the foreman and workmen arrived they 
found the building filled with dense smoke. 
They opened the doors and windows, and the 
flames which had been smoldering in the tight- 
ly closed factory burst forth on every floor of 
the building, having evidently been carried up 
the elevator shaft. Anailarm was given, and 
when the firemen arrived the whole structure 
appeared to be wrapped in flames. <A second 
alarm was sent out by Chief McCabe, and this 
was followed by a third, bringing to the scene a 
large section of the Fire Department. In an 
bour the fire was under control, and by 8 o’clock 
was extinguished. The orgs was badly 
gutted. The first, second, and third floors are 
occupied by Runkel Brothers. Their machinery 
and stock was valued at $60,000 and their loss 
will be about $25,000. They are insured for 7 
000. A portion of the third floor is occupied by 
the Coiled Wire Belting Company, whose loss is 
about $2,000. On the fourth fioor is the estab- 
lishment of the Manhattan Printing Company, 
which had just moved in. Loss, 000. The 
building is owned by Mrs. Celia L. Weston, and 
is damaged to the extent of $3,000. Although 
the police believe that the building was fired by 
thieves, it is not at all impossible that it may 
have been accidentally started by the policemen 
engaged in searching the building incautiously 
throwing away burning matches.

Three 
women, who have been his constant visitors 
during his confinement inthe Tombs, came in 
and sat near him. A court officer, with a wood- 
en bar, assisted the policeman in keeping out 
the Tombs’ steps contingent. Thesaloon keeper, 
Kearney, who wrote to Phelan askiug him to 
visit New-York, was one of the many disap- 
pointed. Henry Bergh ducked his head beneath 
the bar and sat in the court room with a squad of: 
jurors andjseveral witnesses, including the police- 
man who arrested Short and the surgeons who 
dressed Phelan’s wounds in the Chambers-Street 
Hospital. 

It was after 8 o’clock when Judge Van Brunt 
ordered the clerk to call a jury to try Short. 
The prisoner came out of the pen and sat by his 
counsel, Charles W. Brooke and Frank Oliver. 
Capt. Phelan did not put in an appearance. It: 
was reported that he was sitting with his boy in 
the District Attorney's office. Mr. Brooke ob- 
jected to the trial going on unless the com- 
Plainant was presevt, so that the jurors called 
might have an opportunity to look at him in 
answering questions as to their fitness to serve, 
Assistant District Attorney Fellows said that 
the ee were the complainants, and he 9 
resented them. Capt. Phelan was wey A a wit- 
ness, and he was not going to one im into 
court until he was ready to do so. r. Brooke 
wanted Judge Van Brunt to order that Phelan 
be brought into the court room. The Judge 
declined to issue any such order. Mr. Brooke 
made three distinct and different motions to the 
same purpose, and in each instance met with 
a prompt refusal. He took three exceptions be- 
fore the case had been opened five minutes, 

Jacob E, Meyers, a retired merchant, living in 
One Hundred and Fourteenth-street, was the 
first man calied, and was sentintothe jury box 
without a question from the defense. hen the 
next juror was called Mr. Brooke made another 
objection that the man was on a panel already 
exhausted and discharged, and therefore could 
not be again used. Inthis, too, Judge Van Brunt 
decided against him and Mr. Brooke noted another 
exception. The Clerk of the Court was sworn, 
and Mr. Brooke asked him aseries of questions 
about the process of a a jury. The 
next two men called were rejected because they 
had opinions. Mr. Fellows said that he was tired. 
The case was adjourned until this morning, 
Short was taken back to prison, and the police- 
men on guard left the Court House in the hands 
of the scrubbing women. 








HEAT AND THE CHOLERA, 





PROF. DRAPER FURNISHES STATISTICS OF 


THE SCOURGE OF 1854. 
Daniel Draper, Ph. D., of the Meteor- 


‘ological Observatory at Central Park, has issued 


a report of registers from his self-recording in- 
struments, to which are appended the weekly 
meteorological and death records of New-York 
City for the * cholera year,’”’ 1854. In view of 
the possibility that the disease may return dur- 
ing the coming season the facts presented are of 
interest. The scourge first appeared in the last 
days of May, and for the week ending June3 12 
deaths out of a mortality of 415 were attributed 
to cholera. The weather of the week had been 


delightful. The temperature averaged 64°, and 
atno time exceeded 77°, while five out of the 
seven days were fair. The epidemic spread so 
rapidly that for the last week in June its vic- 
tims numbered 78, making a total number of 
deaths since its breaking out of 202. During the 
first week of July nota drop of rain fell. The 
temperature was exceedingly variable, ranging 
from 69° to 92°, with an average of 81°. The mor- 
tality for the week was greater than for any pre- 
vious seven days of the year, reaching 761 deaths, 
97 of which were the result of cholera. 

The third week in July cholera infantum came 
to assist in the destruction of life. It was the 
hottest and dryest week of the vear, the tem- 
perature reaching a maximum of 94°, with not 
a drop of rain and only two days when the sun 
was not shining inall his strength. The deaths 
for the seven days numbered, from cholera, 183, 
and from cholera infantum, 145. The racourge 
continued to increase until the first week in Au- 
gust, when it reached its height, with a death 
record of, cholera, 302; cholera infantum, 141, 
Tbe decrease thereafter was slow, and for weeks 
the victims were numbered in the hundreds. 
Early in September the contagion divided itself 
into cholera, cholera infantum, cholera mor- 
bus, diarrhea, and dysentery. The weather con- 
tinued very warm through October, and even in 
November the temperature averaged as high as 
64°. The last death from cholera occurred dur- 
ing the first week of December. An epidemic of 
scarlet fever followed fora few weeks, with an 
average resulting death rate of 17 persons a 
week. The first four months of the cholera year 
there was a smallpox epidemic, during which 399 
persons died from its effects. The mortality of 
New-York City for the year 1854 was 29,247. 








WALTER C. ALLEN CONVICTED. 

Mr. Altman, of the firm of B. Altman 
& Co., discovered last Fall that Walter C. Allen, 
a clerk in the employ of the firm, had been pro- 
curing money by the use of forged vouchers. 
Suspicion was first directed to Allen in con- 
sequence of the extravagant manner in which 
he appeared to be living. Asthe young man’s 
position in the store was one of responsibility 
and trust, a searching examination of his ac- 


counts was made and a large discrepancy was 
discovered. A subsequent investigation into 
Allen’s habits revealed an almost continuous 
life of wrone-doing, gambling, and association 
with disreputable characters. When sufficient 
evidence had been collected to show that Aijlen 
had been robbing the tirm he was arrested. 

The case was tried before Judge Gildersleeve 
and a jury in the Court of General Sessions, and 
although ably defended the young man was con- 
victed on ali counts of the indictment, the jury 
remaining out only an hour. It was disclosed 
on the trial that Alien had been in the habit of 
preparing bogus vouchers at his home for a)- 
leged purchases. He would deliberately forge 
the necessary signatures and present them at the 
store for payment. The firm determined to se- 
cure punishment for Allen’s crime as a matter 
of justice to employers and employes, and they 
pushed the case earnestly. Assistant District 
Attorney Nicoll conducted the case for the pros- 
ecution, and Allen was defended by Messrs. 
Jackson and Mott. The prisoner will be sen- 
tenced by Judge Gildersleeve in a few days. 
Young Allen entered the employ of B. Altman & 
Co. about three years ago, beginning his service 
ona salary of $650 a year. He was advanced 
from time to time until his salary amounted to 
about $2,000 a year.

It bas, however, been quietly whispered 
that the finances of the church have de- 
clined under his ministrations. Mr. Berry 


has been Pastor of the church for 15 years. 
He says in relation to the financial as- 
ect of the question that during that time 
e has raised $250,000 for church purposes, and 
built a chapel in addition to the church edifice. 
The success of a Congregational church, started 
10 years ago, has led to comparisons that were 
not favorable to the financial success attending 
the Rev. Mr. Berry’s ministrations. A church 
meeting was held Wednesday evening for the 
election of Elders. Two tickets were in the 
field—one known to be in favor of the minister 
and the other against him. The opposition 
ticket won by a vote of 281 to 54. But it is said 
that the 54 represent the wealth and responsi- 
bility of the congregation. The Rev. Mr. Berry 
has not yet signified his intention of resigning.

CONCERNING THE TURKISH BATH. 

An action to recover $50,000 damages for 
breach of contract has been begun in the Kings 
County Supreme Court, in Brookiyn, before 
Judge Cullen, by Emily L. Easton against Ed-. 
ward Boote, one of the managers of the Windsor 


Hotel in this city. In her complaint Mrs. Easton 
says that on July 6, 1882, she entered into an 
agreement with the defendant to “‘run” the 
Turkish bath establishment under the hotel for 
a year, with the privilege of renewal at the end 
of that time, A profitable business was built up, 
the complainant alleges,and the complainant 
went abroad, leaving Abel Easton as manager 
and superintendent. On March 1, 1883, the com- 
plaint goes on, Easton was ejected from the 

remises without cause, the establishment was 
iroken up, and the complainant wants $50,000. 
The defendant in his answer alleges that in 
the first place he was wrongfully induced to sign 
the agreement; that the terms of the agreement 
were notcarried out by the plaintiff, and that 
Mrs. Easton's superintendent conducted the busi- 
ness insucha manner as to lose money. The 
case will go on to-day.

A contest over the will of Mrs. Winifred 
Austin was begun in the Surrogate’s Court yes- 
terday. The contestants are her sons, James, 
Robert, Richard, and Charles Austin. The estate 
is worth $900,000. It was willed to Mrs. Austin

No. 248 West Twenty-third-street, but conducted 
his business as a linen merchant under the name 
of William Hutchinson. He was supposed to be 
a bachelor untii his will, made in 1862, disclosed 
the fact that he had a wire and five children. To 
her four sons Mrs. Austin willed five-sixty- 
fourths, and to a granddaughter, Mrs. Isaac 
Ludlow, one-eighth; to Mrs. Oukes's two sons 
two-sixty-fourths, and to her daughter, Mrs, 
Jane Oakes, the remainder of her estate. ‘The 
will is contested on the ground that undue in- 
fluence was exercised over Mrs. Austin by Mrs. 
Oakes, with whom she had lived for many years. 
The contestants are represented by George Bliss 
and W.S. Logan, and Stephen P. Nash represents 
the proponents. 





A HOSPITAL MYSTERY.
